} ABROAD 44d. 
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“Come to England!” 


T has always been a subject for something approaching 
amazement on the part of the Englishmen travelling 
abroad that he can so readily obtain information about 
towns and villages and pleasure resorts which he wishes 

to visit. He finds pleasant tours planned for him before- 
hand by the co-operation of travel agencies and those 
Syndicats d’Initiatif and Vereine of all sorts, which are 
partly municipal in origin and partly associations of the 
“travel industries.” For a long time past he must have 
felt, if he has any capacity for reflection, that a great deal 
more of this sort of thing ought to be done in his own 
country. The haphazard methods of this nation leave 
the unhappy foreign traveller to find his way about by the 
ancient process of following his nose, and give him no 
indication, even when he has followed it to some delightful 
corner of the island, of what there is to do and how he may 
most pleasantly and profitably enjoy his holiday. 

Thanks very largely to the activities of Lord Derby 
and of the “ Travel Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland,” the Local Authorities (Publicity) Act is now the 
law of the land, and we may hope that some of our past 
shortcomings will soon be remedied. The Act enables 
1,000 borough and urban district councils to spend the 
product of a halfpenny rate, or any part of it, in contributing 
to a central organisation to collect and disseminate abroad 
information about this country. Lord Derby, in a letter 
to the Press, expresses the hope that ratepayers will support 
their councils in adopting and exercising their powers 
under the Act. He points out that just over two years 
ago the association was formed to increase the number of 
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visitors to this country and to stimulate the demand for 
British goods and services abroad. ‘The idea met with 
widespread approval, Government support was given and 
has been continued, and many companies, firms and indivi- 
duals have joined the association. Much practical work 
has been accomplished within the limits of the association’s 
resources, but a serious difficulty was met with ia that 
the local authorities, on behalf of whom much had already 
been done by the association, were precluded by statute 
from subscribing towards the necessary costs of the work. 
This obstacle has now been removed. 

The Travel Association has worked out a series of 
general proposals with regard to publicity, and these 
include the publication of news-bulletins, booklets, films, 
broadcasting, posters, exhibitions and all the modern 
methods of advertising which are so skilfully used by 
other nations. But publicity will not do everything, 
and there is one direction at least in which a change of 
heart is necessary if the publicity we are to have is to be 
of effect. It has been said that every nation has the inns 
it deserves, and it is very certain that complaints will be 
very common indeed among our foreign visitors during 
the coming season that as they go about the country they 
do not, as a rule, find the food and refreshment such as 
they desire, nor can they obtain the fare to which they 
are accustomed. The obvious explanation of this is that, 
though things are much better than they were, a very 
large part of our own travelling public still does not really 
care what it eats and drinks, and is prepared to put up 
with pretty nearly anything that is put before it. From 
a point of national health and national economy, this is 
obviously wrong. Good food and fresh food and good 
drink are far better for the health than preserved meats 
and tinned fruits and synthetic foods. And the produce 
of the English farmer—his meat, his butter and cheese 
and cream, his fruit and his vegetables—are the best in 
the world. Why, then, should not our inns and hotels 
definitely set before them the ideal of selling only British 
food, and as far as possible that of selling only locally grown 
food? The effect would be great. Not only would such 
a movement greatly increase the local market for the 
farmer’s produce, but its educational value would be out 
of all proportion to its immediate effect. For the greatest 
advantage of eating good and wholesome food is that one 
wants to eat more of it, and one is no longer satisfied with 
inferior substitutes. 

In the opinion of a good many people who should 
know of these things, it is only such education that the 
public requires. Foreign meat and fruit and vegetables 
are bought partly because they are slightly cheaper than 
the English produce, and partly because they are put upon 
the market in a form which it is easier for the consumer 
to handle. But as soon as the housewife begins to realise 
once more that the difference in price is vastly more than 
compensated by the difference in food value, in palatable- 
ness and in everything that matters to the health, she 
will undoubtedly begin to buy again the home-grown 
food that was the staple diet of her parents and grand- 
parents, and will be content with nothing inferior. ‘This 
will mean a great change for the British producer. ‘The 
farmer has seen a great deal done recently in the way of 
helping him to market his products. But the natural 
corollary of the National Mark system is an educational 
campaign which will convince the consumer of the superior 
virtues of home-grown produce. And here is the practical 
opportunity for such a campaign, an opportunity not only 
for the individual hotel-keeper or manager, but particularly 
for those large syndicates and brewing firms which control 
so many houses and which have already shown their anxiety 
to improve their property so as to benefit the public.

what he thinks of “ modern” architecture. Sir 
Edwin very rarely makes public pronouncements on 
his art or anything else, and it is always difficult for 
a creative mind to attain the detachment necessary for 
criticism. Its natural means of expression is art. Words 
and abstractions it leaves for those who make up by 
talking for being unable to create. Himself one of the 
most profoundly original designers in the whole history 
of architecture, he has shown at Delhi that the archi- 
tecture of humanism is still the most vital and withal 
the most elastic tradition of building for a civilised race, 
when shaped by creative genius. Completely master of his 
medium, he does not feel the sense of spiritual bankruptcy 
that is the psychological cause of modernism in art. At the 
same time, he is fully alive to the newness of modern con- 
ditions, and welcomes, if somewhat sadly, the courageous 
experiments of younger men to meet new needs with new 
materials. What he does censure vigorously is the poverty 
of thought and design, the trivial deception that underlies 
so many apparently revolutionary buildings. Granted new 
materials, it is so easy, he says, to produce novelty, but 
as difficult as ever to create a work of art. Materials and 
needs may change, but the substance of architecture is 
unchanging. 


OGETHER with the third article on New Delhi 
we publish this week an exceedingly interesting 


‘THE male golfers’ Amateur Championsh'p produced a 

surprising result; that of the ladies produced the 
winner that most people expected. Miss Enid Wilson, 
though only twenty-one, has been knocking at the door 
for some time, and she is so good that, with Miss Wethered 
in retirement, nothing could long prevent her from winning. 
No one has ever more fully deserved to be a champion, 
for she has worked at the game with an energy and power 
of painstaking given only to a few. Now that she has 
once won there seems no reason why she should not sweep 
the board for some time to come, and good as she is now 
she will probably be better still. Her score of 75 round 
such a course as Portmarnock, even if the tees were not 
very far back, is one that lifts her out of the realm of ladies’ 
golf and into that of the best men. Her opponent in the 
final, Miss Wanda Morgaa, is entirely fit to be a champion, 
and yet Miss Wilson was obviously too strong for her. 
If only our best men were as consistently good as our 
best ladies ! 


“OUNTING chickens is a dangerous pursuit, but it 
is one hard to resist in regard to our lawn tennis 
players in the Davis Cup. They have now trampled 
triumphantly over South Africa and Japan and ought not 
to have any vast difficulty in beating Czecho-Slovakia or 
Denmark and so becoming winners in the European “‘ zone.”’ 
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In that event there are two very stiff fences ahead of them, 
America and France, but they are not so insurmountable 
as they would have appeared a year or two since. ‘The 
American players, though, of course, very formidable, are 
yet comparatively young and untried, and have, as far as we 
know, no Tilden among them, while the Frenchmen have 
probably become, with the years, just a little less alarming 
than they used to be. At any rate, we are justified in 
hoping, and it is refreshing to know that the members of 
our side are young, with plenty of time before them. 


WHEN first the declaration of rights on the part of some 

Oxford undergraduates was reported in the news- 
papers it was probably assumed by most people to be a 
solemn and agreeable joke. Mr. W. F. Morris, however , 
who is the leader of the malcontents, comes from Ruskin 
College, where we imagine that undergraduates joke with 
difficulty. In any case, it appears that he wishes to be 
taken seriously. One of his demands is for the abolition 
of “proctorial privileges.”” ‘These have a_ formidable 
sound, but the proctors are, surely, not so very tyrannical ; 
and if Oxford, where nobody ever seems to wear a gown, 
has a grievance, what of Cambridge, where to walk. the 
streets gownless after dusk is to risk the loss of 6s.\ 8d. 
or, in the case of B.A.s, of no less than 13s. 4d.? Another 
of Mr. Morris’s modest requests is for undergraduate 
representation on the councils of both college and Uni- 
versity : in everyday language, he wants an Oxford soviet. 
The story is well known of the old Cambridge men, a 
famous cricketer, who, on revisiting his boyhood’s haunts 
and being accosted by a proctor, remarked: “‘ Old cock, 
you’ve got no locum standi. ‘The accusative’s all right, isn’t 
it?’ With the substitution of “ young ”’ for “old,” this 
would make as good an answer as need be to Mr. Morris.

AST week H.R.H. the Duke of York laid the foundation 

“ stone of the new buildings of Merchant ‘Taylors’ 
School, which is shortly to move from Charterhouse Square, 
its home in the City, to “the woods and pastures new ” 
of Sandy Lodge, near Rickmansworth. ‘The decision to 
migrate has been made in accordance with the precedent 
set by Charterhouse, Christ’s Hospital and St. Paul’s ; 
but, unlike the two first-named, the new Merchant ‘Taylors’ 
is to retain its character of a London day school. ‘The site, 
comprising nearly 250 acres, is within half an hour’s run 
of Baker Street. Fortunately, it lies next to the golf course 
of Moor Park, so that there will be little likelihood of its 
being built round, as happened to St. Paul’s soon after 
its removal to Hammersmith. The new buildings (drawings 
of which are exhibited in this year’s Royal Academy) have 
been designed by Messrs. W. G. Newton and Partners. 
Few schools have had such an opportunity as this to build 
de novo on a virgin site, and where the chance has been 
forthcoming in the past it has often been lamentably mis- 
used. ‘To judge by the drawings of the new school and 
the exquisite model of it which has been prepared, the 
architects have conceived a building which is both beautiful 
as well as practical, and realises in its design a successful 
adaptation of tiadition to the requirements of to-day. 
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HE steadily increasing efficiency of the Auxiliary Air 
Force constitutes a tribute to the success of amateur 
flying, for it is from the ranks of the amateur pilots that 
the ‘Territorial Air Force draws most of its personnel. 
In this year’s Royal Air Force Display at Hendon aerodrome 
next Saturday (June 27th) three Auxiliary Air Force 
squadrons will be taking part: numbers 600, the City of 
London, 601, the county of London, and 604, the county 
of Middlesex. It will be the first time that so many 
aircraft manned by non-regular pilots have taken part 
in the Display, and, judging from the rehearsals, there 
will be little to choose between the flying of the 
regular and the non-regular units. So high, indeed, is 
the standard of flying that it would seem that the policy 
of confining the Auxiliary units to bombing aircraft might 
well be reconsidered. Hitherto the Auxiliary Air Force 
has been equipped exclusively with multi-seater bombing 
aircraft, now mostiy of the Wapiti type, but impetus 
would be lent to the non-regular air force movement 
if one or two Auxiliary Air Force squadrons of single- 
seater fighters were formed. The single-seater fighter 
is the ideal of many young pilots and there would be 
a rush of applicants if it were brought within reach of 
the amateur. 


* ROM time to time a London art school attains a celebrity 
no less than that attaching to Paris studios. One can 
mention it at dinner without incurring the stigma of 
pedantry. The Slade has enjoyed that distinction for some 
time, and recently the London County Council Central 
Schools in Southampton Row, of which that brilliant young 
painter Mr. Jowitt is Principal, have justly risen to fame. 
The Central Schools, however, are chiefly concerned with 
applied art, and the annual exhibition now open should 
be visited by every British manufacturer. The furniture, 
block-printed textiles, and pottery made by students reach 
a most encouraging level of excellence. Such an exhibition 
proves that there is no excuse for manufacturers or retailers 
to complain, as they are too apt to do, that there is a shortage 
of designers in England of the calibre of the French or 
Swedish. The progress made in France and Sweden in 
modern design is the result not of superior talent, but 
of ready recognition and employment of young designers. 
Fortunately there are firms awake to the demand that 
exists for simple, cheerful, well designed things, as Londoners 
have for the past fortnight had the opportunity of seeing 
in the “ Art of the Table ”’ Exhibition organised by the 
Design and Industries Association at the Medici Gallery. 
These British designed and made dinner services, glass 
and textiles are as cheap and good as anything in the recent 
Swedish Exhibition. 


“] HE season of Russian opera at the Lyceum is nearly 

over, and though performances have been well 
attended, the receipts will not be sufficient to save those 
generous and public-spirited persons who provided the 
necessary guarantees from a very serious call on their 
resources. Since, therefore, another such season can 
scarcely be expected in the near future, those who appreciate 
the magnitude of the event would do well to make the 
most of their opportunities during the remaining week. 
The composers of the Russian operas, like the novelists, 
all drew their inspiration from the emotions, in this case 
the folk-music, of the Russian people. Russian folk-music 
is not as that of other countries. It derives from a more 
profound and important sense of poetry and melancholy 
than other peoples have possessed. It has in it more of 
artistic truth, and has, therefore, proved a basis sufficiently 
substantial to bear the imposition of classic Western form. 
The result is a species of entertainment which falls into 
no other category. Western opera depends on star singers 
for its effect. Russian opera (with all respect to Chaliapine) 
depends on its choruses, its scenery, its acting, its ballets 
and its pantomime as well. It has carried the art of 
entertainment to its highest and most ambitious point. 
For the first time since before the War London has been 
given the opportunity of enjoying this pinnacle of optical 
and aural technique ; and if this opportunity is to come 
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again, a further and final effort should be made to assist 
those who have placed their private fortunes at the disposal 
of the enterprise. 


“ANON STREETER has an exciting story to tell of the 
restoration which has just been completed of the ancient 
chained library of Hereford Cathedral. Uniil a hundred 
years ago the library stood in the Lady Chapel, but in 1841 
it was removed and taken to pieces, and when subsequently 
re-erected many of the ancient parts were either lost or 
wrongly put together. ‘The present reconstruction has 
been made possible through a generous gift from Mr. 
H. C. Moffatt of Salisbury. It was known that parts of 
the woodwork had been used elsewhere in the cathedral, 
and a general hunt was instituted for missing pieces. ‘They 
turned up in all sorts of unexpected places. The old 
series of seats were found disguised as pews, one of the 
presses had been turned into a vestry cupboard, while 
old carved brackets, cornices and hinges appeared in the 
most surprising numbers. ‘The most interesting discovery 
is that the design of the presses was copied by Sir Thomas 
Bodley for those which, in 1599, he set up at Oxford. 
These Hereford examples are rather plainer in their design 
and were made nine years earlier than those at the Bodleian. 
The original chains, over 1,000 in number, which were 
taken off during last century, have been re-fixed to the 
books, the clasps of which, by an amazing piece of fortune, 

were all found put away in an old box.

AST week’s sale at Christie’s showed that, in spite of 
the depression, the fine arts trade at least is confident 
of a speedy recovery. The great rooms were as crowded 
as ever with visitors and bidders. ‘This particular sale 
was in the nature of a test case. For some time owners 
have hesitated to sell for fear of falling prices, but the 
sums given last week prove that, in spite of everything, 
the value of works of art of real importance is not affected. 
The three days’ sale totalled £102,878, and the Hirsch 
collection produced £71,351. Wednesday was a triumph 
for Chippendale. Mr. Frank Partridge, under whose 
guidance Mr. Hirsch had formed his collection, was one 
of the most confident bidders. Mr. Moss Harris gave 
1,300 guineas for a needlework settee, Mr. Partridge 
2,300 guineas for a writing-table. A pair of Sheraton 
marquetry commodes fetched 1,550 guineas. No less 
remarkable prices were made by Mr. Hirsch’s Chinese 
porcelain, the highest being 1,450 guineas for a pair of 
portrait figures. Among the pictures, two Romney por- 
traits reached 6,500 and 4,400 guineas respectively. An 
interesting Le Nain fetched 1,800 guineas as compared 
with 1,270 guineas in 1908—by no means the largest 
appreciation in value witnessed. ‘The Sledmere Perugino, 
to everybody’s satisfaction, was acquired for the National 
Gallery of Ireland for 3,800 guineas. M. Chaliapine’s 
purchase of the little ‘‘ Madonna” by B. Fungai, was 
another popular transaction. 
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WHAT I THINK 


OF MODERN 


ARCHITECTURE 


BY SIR EDWIN LUTYENS. 


T is both exhilarating and 
somewhat alarming to watch 
the work that is being pro- 
duced by the younger men 
of to-day—youthful glamour 

striving after something fresh, 
something better. New mater- 
ials, new needs and strange 
sources of ideas have come into 
being since men of my age 
began, in our turn, to try to 
produce fresher and _ better 
things. Forty years ago steel 
construction for buildings was 
in its infancy. Reinforced con- 
crete was untried. Motor cars, 
aeroplanes and most of the 
mechanical contrivances that 
play so large a part in life to- 
day were unheard of. It is 
inevitable, and right, that these 
things should influence archi- 
tecture, the machines no less 
than the materials. But for 
my part I regret the passing, 
be it temporary or permanent, 
of humanism and the personal 
note ; the eclipse by impersonal 
machines of bricklayer, mason 
and joiner as the makers of 
buildings. If you eliminate the 
personal touch from architec- 
ture, you lose a considerable part of its pertinence. ‘Traditional 
ways of handling material—tiles, bricks, timber and stone—are 
the basis of style in architecture, besides one of its chief joys. 
The modern impersonal architecture of so-called functionalism 
does not seem to me to be replacing the inherited lore of centuries 
with anything of comparable excellence or to show as yet a 
genuine sense of style—a style rooted in feeling for the right use 
of materials. One cannot make friends, through it, with the 
men who built it. It is all “ factory and crane.” I can see 
no wit or humour in the “ features,” while the architectural 
relations seem to me haphazard as often as not. 
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The best of the old work was composed, the designer 
never losing control of his orchestra of materials or forgetting 
the needs they had to meet. ‘The design had a trajectory of 
scale and idea like that of a rocket, continuous from bang to 
burst. Modern buildings do not seem to have a feeling of 
growth. The forms and the details meet as strangers. ‘Their 
phrasing consists of little more than an initial and a mark of 
new and complete interrogation. 

My generation is—perhaps I ought to say was—-a humanist 
generation. We believed that the measure of man’s architecture 
was man, and that the rhythm of a building should correspond 
to the rhythms familiarin human 
life. All architecture must have 
rhythms, that affect the eye as 
music does the ear, producing 
vibrations in the brain. ‘The 
rhythms of modern architecture 
rarely produce what I should 
call a happy or genial vibration 
in the brain of the spectator. 
It is either a wearisome staccato 
like the noise of an hydraulic 
drill or, to my mind, a confused 
medley like the tuning of a 
brass band. Instead of making 
a statement gracefully, and 
perhaps with distinction and 
humour — which is what I 
require of a building as of an 
individual—many modern 
buildings, to me, are just 
shouting very loud and quite 
unintelligibly. I catch a phrase 
here and there, recognise now 
and then a scrap of English 
or Italian maybe, but there 
seems to me no grammar and 
little sincere effort at style. 
There is vitality—heaps of it, 
but crude. Perhaps the human 
rhythm which modern archi- 
tecture expresses, along with 
the rhythm of electric drills 
and combustion engines, is 
the rhythm of a football crowd 
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“ 


or of “the proletariat” in the mass. Crowd psychology 
in place of the conversation of a civilised man. 

There is a passage in a book by my friend Professor 
Richardson that expresses, better than I can put it, the superiority 
of humanism to this architecture of indigestible elements : 
There is just as much vitality in the classic tradition as there ever was, 
and as much scope for the play of imagination without transgressing 
the proprieties. When architects approach design with the same sense 
of style and the same zest as their predecessors of the 17th, 18th, and 
even early 19th centuries, we see that there is no end to the variety and 
interest inherent in the humanist tradition. It supplies a language— 
a rich and beautiful language, with a plentiful variety of forms and 
precedents and allusions. 

The classic tradition sets a standard. There are innumer- 
able things that an educated humanist “ does not do,” just as 
there are things that a writer tries not to commit: platitudes, 
jingles, slipshod construction, journalese. It would be very 
easy to write if one invented one’s own language. ‘That is 
what I feel about the average modern building. It has been 
easy to design because there is, as yet, no grammar. ‘The modern 
solutions are not proved. In the absence of a new standard 
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THE VICTORIA CINEMA. 


of criticism one must judge modern architecture by the same 
standards as one judges the traditional. For we cannot get rid 
of the body of the tradition, murder it how we may. It is 
always with us. 

By tradition I do not mean the unthinking repetition of 
antique forms—the hanging of Roman togas on Victorian towel- 
horses. ‘Tradition to me consists in our inherited sense of 
structural fitness, the evolution of rhythmic form by a synthesis 
of needs and materials, the avoidance of arbitrary faults by the 
exercise of common sense coupled with sensibility. Many 
modern buildings, by straining, at all costs, not to be academic, 
ignore structural fitness as arbitrarily as the most academic 
of designs have done in the past. The most unhappy pro- 
ductions of all are to be found where an architect has tried 
to combine traditionalism and modernism. ‘Then architecture 
becomes merely scenery without the consistency of either. 

The most emphatically modern building in London is, 
I suppose, the addition to Olympia. It is a very impressive 
example of the architecture of concrete, with its angle windows, 
unobjectionable in a concrete building, and the tremendous 
lintel spans that concrete enables to be used. It is cased in 
reconstructed stone. Here, it may be said, a new style has 
successfully been shaped out of a new material. 

But, as a matter of fact, the building is not built of concrete 
at all, but of brick and steel girders, cleverly used to suggest 
concrete construction. The angle windows are not windows. 
The vertical angle girder can be seen blocking them. In fact, 
impressive as the style of the work is, it is as insincere as a building 
like Selfridge’s, where a steel skeleton is faced with columns, 
and, in my opinion, has no more meaning. It is not a daring

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experiment with a new material, and has most of the faults 
of unrelieved academic architecture in which non-structural 
features are made to look structural, while the real work 
is done by unseen and unexpressed girders. And _ the 
design has fallen into the error which the most academic 
architect would make, of seeking symmetry where it does not 
exist—for example, by repeating the 2ngle motif towards, but 
not quite at, the other end ot the facade. The result is 
unfortunate, producing an unpleasant dovetailing of planes 
that has no meaning. The Modern Style should be able to 
get round mere symmetry. 

Another apparently very logical building is the Metro- 
politan Water Board’s new pumping house. It has the music 
of a Greek temple, which is why it pleases, but the voids and 
solids are reversed. And when we come to look at it, 7s it so 
logical ? The tall narrow windows, ostensibly to light a high 
hall, are subdivided. Classic architecture did at least allow 
for floors. The low wings join on to the high centre block 
as two tramcars join when they collide. They just run into it 
without any expressed relationship. Near the bottom of the 
bastion in front is a grating. A tiny feature, but it sums up 
the thoughtlessness of the design as a whole, for no attempt 
has been made to fit it in with the imitation channelled masonry. 
If it really was masonry, the triangle beneath the grating would 
fall off before long. This kind of design is too easy, too 
illogical, to stand looking into. 

Yardley’s in Bond Street is faced with marble and looks 
very efficient. But, to my eye, it is full of tiresome slips. The 
main feature is two projecting ranges of steel-framed case- 
ments. But the extent of their projection has no relation to 
anything. A projecting window to be satisfactory should 
project the width of one or more of its own lights. It then has 
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cohesion with something. Another instance of thoughtlessness 
is the top swung casements which reflect the sky. Any element 
in a design so placed that it reflects the sky inadvertently is 
bad in architecture, for it disturbs unnecessarily. Modern 
buildings are always doing this and disturbing the landscape, 
whether it be one of town or country. The Bechstein Hall 
seems to me quite meaningless. The ornament has no apparent 
structural significance and suggests to me only that Mr. Bechstein 
is fond of asparagus. 

The New Victoria Cinema is a courageous and arresting 
experiment in theatre design: IJ believe it is a young architect’s 
first commission, and I hope my few silly questions will not 
hurt his feelings. But I should like to ask (as the uninitiated 
are justified in asking when looking at any building) how it 
stands up? How are those transversal slices of stone carried ? 
The idea of emphasising the horizontal lines is good, but it might 
have been better and more sympathetically worked out—as, 
for instance, where the sandwich is rolled into a cigarette beyond 
the central feature and locks just like a large collar and sleeve 
drain pipe. And why the battlements? Over the entrances 
is an imitation of traditional masonry in concrete. Why be 
traditional when you can be modern ?. Why run three horizontal 
joints through over the door wher one was needed, and imitate 
bad masonry ?—for the lintels have no apparent abutment 
on the imposts. 

It is this kind of haphazardness, lack of grammar, incon- 
sequence, that I find disturbing in much modern architecture. 
These adventurous young men thrill me tremendously and all 
my sympathies are with them. But good architecture needs 
more than bright ideas, and by my traditional standards most 
modern buildings seem to me to lack style and cohesion, besides 
being unfriendly and crude. 





WIMBLEDON 


IMBLEDON celebrated its official jubilee five years 

ago, but, since its half century of life included the 

War interregnum, only fifty championship mectings 

have actually come and gone. Compared with the 

Derby or with the Boat Race, it is scarcely old 
enough to have ghosts or legends. ‘There are many men living 
who saw Spencer W. Gore, the first champion, in action on a 
converted croquet lawn, and even William Renshaw, father of 
the overhead service and smash, if he had been alive to-day, 
would only have been a few years older than the present All- 
England veteran champion. Indeed, the fact that Wimbledon, 
like lawn tennis itself, is but relatively youthful does but help 
to strengthen its position and popularity. We live in days of 
melting frontiers, democratic ambition and an_ international 
competition which finds an eager expression in games. What 
more natural that a pastime with a common code of rules, easy 
to play and easy to watch, allowing both sexes to shine together, 
and promoting social union, 
should engage the sympathy 
and develop the energies of the 
world’s youth ? 

Times and tendencies have 
favoured Wimbledon. It has 
prospered in spite of the fact 
that no English champion on the 
male side has been crowned for 
over twenty years—surely a tri- 
bute to the catholicity of a game 
which England invented and 
exported. Patriotism is not the 
keynote of the crowd’s salute ; 
those whom the gallery favour 
in this game of all countries 
need not necessarily have nations 
to their names. Where person- 
ality has such a wide field for 
expression, where individuality 
can command so much attention, 
where the stage is so close to the 
pit, nativity is obscured as natur- 
ally as it is at the theatre. Alien 
origin may, indeed, be an added 
attraction ; for just as we cross 
the waters to be stimulated or 
amused by new cities and new 
peoples, so we may spend a 
sunny afternoon at Wimbledon 
to be diverted and refreshed by 
players who bring bits of these 
oversea lands to our metropolis. 
Wimbledon would not be Wim- 
bledon if all the great players 


were home-grown. ‘The centre F. J. PERRY, WHO HAS PLAYED SO WELL IN THE 
DAVIS CUP. ised under pressure by a 


court would lose its lure if the 
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public were denied a diversity of race and style. We may 
admit this distinctive attribute of Wimbledon and yet desire 
that our own people should win again. Championships are not 
only within the reach of a refined few ; they only come to men 
(and women) of sturdy character and proved physique. ‘They 
are the heritage of high endeavour. A champion’s prestige 
is his country’s as well as his own. He must necessarily, by his 
own success, stimulate the ardour and feed the ambition of his 
immediate circle. Boys look to their own preceptors for inspira- 
tion, and boys are keeping term during Wimbledon ; they rarely 
see the champions of other lands in action. For an Englishman 
to win the title would be good for England at home and England 
abroad—for democracies are inclined to appraise a nation by its 
athletic prowess 

Is victory possible? The contingencies are many. ‘The 
winner of the men’s singles has to survive seven rounds, and 
every round may challenge his physical and moral fibre. ‘Tilden 
was versatile enough in his rela- 
tively old age—-he was thirty- 
seven last July—to employ 
strokes which taxed his mobility 
least—a withering service that 
could be delivered from an 
anchored base, a defensive slice, 
a really fast drive only when the 
opening had been prepared. 
But Tilden was a law unto him- 
self. Inspect his shoulders in a 
photographic group. ‘They are 
protrudingly square ; in them 
resides phenomenal strength. 
Tilden can endure where nearly 
all his rivals may wilt. I have 
seen him play fourteen consecu- 
tive sets in the moist Long 
Island heat and serve as mili- 
tantly in the last set as in the 
first. It is this service power of 
the Americans ,which scores at 
Wimbledon, and Frank X. 
Shields, who is making his début 
on our courts this year, can 
serve as fast, if not as steadily, 
as Tilden. British players have 
been handicapped by the lack 
of practice against the frontal 
attack. When they meet it in 
a critical championship match 
they have been inclined to bend 
before the storm. Yet the 
technique of Austin and Perry 
is superior to that of most of 
the invaders. Neither is penal- 
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backhand drive born in California or the Middle West—a drive 
which, as the French have found, will yield under a controlled 
bombardment. If Austin had the physical reserves of the 
Americans, he might be champion this year. And then atural 
ability of Perry is such that, provided he can marshal his ardour 
for a critical bout against more experienced tacticians, the chief 
prize may be his to command. 

But the going is very hard in a fortnight which combines 
doubles with singles. The crowds have expanded, the tension 
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has increased, the newspaper clatter is shriller, since the Doherty 
era. Then men rarely took towels on to the court; they were 
not photographed “ before ” and “ after”’; they were not even 
called “stars.” Some may mourn the passing of the old 
Wimbledon, with its intimacy, its family parties, its old brown 
teapots. ‘They wish the game had not grown out of its old 
clothes. But the new Wimbledon is there as a monument of 
progress, vindicating the faith of pioneers, calling to its lawns 
the players of all lands. A. W. M. 





PARSON WOODFORDE’S FAREWELL 


The Diary of aCountry Parson: The Reverend James Woodforde, 
Vol. V, 1797-1802. The Final Volume. Edited by John 
Beresford. (Oxford University Press, 12s. 6d.) 

HIS volume of the Diary of the Rev. James Woodforde 
does not lag behind the preceding ones in interest, but 
it is in some ways sad reading. In addition to the fact 
that it is the last of the series, its main theme is the 
diarist’s failing health, and this clouds at times his sunny 

and generous nature, especially in his relations with Nancy. 
For the six years covered by this volume the Parson hardly ever 
leaves his house and garden—his clerical duties were performed 
by curates, of whom more anon—but his interests are just as 
vivid as ever, and we read of weather so severe that meat was 
frozen by the kitchen fire, of a tame hawk in the walled garden, 
of Mrs. Custance, “ very tasty in a pretty Garter blue Satin hat, 
after the most fashionable rate, and of Miss Woodforde’s new 
Bonnett (by name Pick-Nick) which she had sent her from London 
and which Mrs. Custance thought very handsome and _ had 
seen nothing like it in Norwich as yet, though only at Norwich 
last Week to see the new Fashions.’”’ The years 1797-1802 
were momentous ones in the history of England and Europe, 
and matters of national interest have a more prominent place 
in this volume of the Diary than in the previous ones. Income 
tax was imposed by Pitt in 1799, and, rather surprisingly, the 
Parson pays his without any grumbling, though the fact that he 
only paid on £200 when we know that his income from the 
living alone was £300 may have had something to do with his 
complaisance. Nelson’s several naval victories were the cause 
of much satisfaction at the Parsonage, but they couid almost 
be classed with parish affairs, the great admiral being the son 
and brother of neighbouring Norfolk parsons. Nelson’s cousins, 
the Sucklings, were occasional visitors at Weston, and one member 
of the family very nearly came there as curate. It might have 
been better for the Parson’s peace of mind had he been able 
to appoint him, for one imagines he would have resembled his 
naval brother who called about the appointment and “ behaved 
very much as a Gentleman,” whereas Mr. Cotman, who obtained 
the cure, and his successor, Mr. Dade, were often dilatory in 
their duties, and several times vexed the Parson, and the Custances, 
by not being present to conduct the services on Sundays, or 
by holding them at inconvenient hours. This mention of the 
Custances shows that they have returned from Bath, and the 
Woodfordes must indeed have welcomed their return. They 
were very good friends to Nancy and her uncle, and two or three 
times a week some member of the family from the Hall would 
call at the Parsonage and doubtless hear all their troubles. By 
the way, some tantalising glimpses are given of a diary kept by 
Nancy herself. Please turn your attention to that now, Mr. 
Beresford ; Parson Woodforde’s portrait drawn by Nancy would 
be, indeed, of absorbing interest. ‘‘ Dinner to day, Rost Beef 
etc.’’—with these characteristic words the Parson laid down his 
pen on October 17th, 1802, and on the first day of the New Year 
he left for ever his Parsonage, his niece, his parishioners, his 
Skip-Jack, Boy, his cows, his pigs and the little blue-covered 
books in which, for forty-three years, he had recorded his interest 
in them all. Many will lay down this book with a sigh, because 
the writer is better known and dearer than many of their living 
friends, and will echo his own much-used phrase, “‘ May he be 
eternally happy in Heaven.” TMi. 

Walcot of Walcot, by John Richard Burton. Illustrated by William 
Walcot, F.R.I.B.A., R.E. (Private circulation.) 

THERE is only one thing seriously amiss with this delightful and nobly 

produced book: it is confined to private circulation. Prebendary 

Burton has completed it on his eighty-third birthday, and in presenting 

the members of his wife’s family with this worthy memorial of their 

ancestors, he asks for indulgence on account of his years. He is in 
no need of it: his work is the proof of unimpaired powers. ‘Though 
we may suspect an apocry phal element in a pedigree which has been 
carried back to Coilus, ‘‘ King of Britain,”’ it is certain that there were 

Walcots of Walcot in the thirteenth century. They lived in a delectable 

land in and around “ the quietest places under the Sun,” Clungunford, 

Clunbury and Clun. Sir John Walcot allied himself with the blood 

Royal, and playing at chess with Henry V “ gave to him the checke- 

matte with the rouke whereupon the Kinge changed his coate of armes 

: and gave him the rouke for a remembran<e thereof.”” There- 
after the family rapidly advanced. A daughter of their house was 
grandmother to the great High Treasurer, William Cecil, and another 
was the wife of the Earl of Bristol, so intimately associated with Prince 

Charles’ designs on the Infanta Maria. In the male line, too, they 

made powerful marriages and were of such consequence in the west 

that, when his troubles culminated, Charles raised an enormous loan 


from the head of the family. William Walcot as a youth attended 
him upon the scaffold and brought home a piece of the King’s cloak 
stained with his blood, A kinsman, Colonel ‘“‘ Walcott,’’ broke with this 
tradition of loyalty and was executed at Tyburn for his share in the 
Rye House Plot. They had grown great through a series of brilliant 
marriages, and at last a marriage indiiectly deprived them of the place 
from which they derived their name. John Walcot, already in grave 
difficulties, had married Mary Dashwood, and his wife’s brother, 
the notorious Sir Francis of the Hell Fire Club, treacherously persuaded 
the prodigal old squire and his inex perienced son that they had no 
choice but to part with their inheritance. It was an uncalled-for 
sacrifice: “‘ The estate was still worth £90,000, and the mortgages 
with interest claimed only £5,081. ‘The sale of one or two Manors 
would have left it clear of all incumbrances.” Walcot was bought by 
the greit Lord Clive, and from the proceeds of the sale Charles Walcoc 
repurchased Bitterley Court, which had formerly belonged to his family. 
That estate was retained until “in the lest month of the 19th century 
the Walcots ceased their ownership of Salopian soil.” Prebendary 
Burton has written his chronicles in Bitterley Rectory, hard by the 
lovely little church which shelters the bones of so many of the race. 
Very appropriately, the topographical illustrations have been supplied 
by William Walcot, the celebrated etcher. Bs. ae 


The Eskimo Book of Knowledge, by George Binney. (The Hudson’s 
Bay Company, London, 8s.) 

THIS small book, a few copies of which are for sale in England, thereby 
reducing its price to the Eskimo reader, as the publishers express it, 
to ‘‘a few ermine skins,” is the Hudson’s Bay Company’s vade mecum 
for the people who live under its flag. It is clearly illustrated, and 
every page in English is faced with one in the Labrador dialect. The 
author has very cleverly written down to the level of a backward people 
and very simply explained the broad outlines of civilisation for their 
guidance in three sections : I, The British Empire, to which you belong ; 
II, Health; III, Work; with a final section devoted to the pledge 
the Company has voluntarily given to the Eskimo. It seems that a 
volume such as this must play a worthy part for many years to come 
in helping the Eskimo to appreciate their own place in the scheme of 
things and the means by which they may save their decaying race from 
extinction and become a healthier and wealthier people. Some idea 
of the quality of the book may be gathered from the English version 
of the title of one of the pictures, “‘ Edward, the eldest son of King 
George, racing across country on a large four-footed animal called 
“horse ’ which eats grass like a deer.” The sophisticated reader will 
find this glimpse into elementary ideas and ideals extraordinarily 
fascinating, for instance, when it takes in some parts of our daily lite 
to which he is particularly—perhaps wearily—accustomed and sets 
it in an entirely new light. 


Buttercups and Daisies, by Compton Mackenzie. (Cassell, 7s. 6d.) 
MR. COMPTON MACKENZIE’S new book is one of those of which 
it may be said that the reader travels along the story not only hopefully 
but often delightedly and does not mind very much that actually he 
never arrives. It deals with the adventures of Mr. Robert Waterall, 
who bought a tiny “ cottage’ in the country with a certain amount 
of land, to which he added from time to time in order to “ preserve 
the amenities.”” Oaktown—or Oak, as Mr. Waterall preferred to call 
the collection of small holdings in which he found himself—was 
inhabited, as such places often are, by a collection of oddities to which 
the Waterall boys added another excellent example in their stout and 
raffish friend Mrs. Hamper, when she came down for a holiday. The 
adventures with cows and poets who invaded “‘ Dream Days,” and 
builders who wouldn’t come near the place, and nursery gardeners who 
extracted impossible orders are all rather small beer, but they are told 
with the greatest gusto, and many of the characters and scenes, par- 
ticularly those in which Mrs. Hamper figures, are very good fun. 





So We'll Go No More , by Evelyn Pember. (Constable, 7s. 6d.) 
MRS. PEMBER is one of the elect who never uses two words where 
one will do, and never makes even that one word longer than it need 
be. This gives to her writing the effect of a delicate line drawing ; 
it seems to set the action of her novel in a place as graciously proportioned 
and gracefully bare as Isolde Laussac’s ‘‘ room of rooms ”’ in the old 
French chateau that she buys. In ‘‘ Coucou”? Mrs. Pember had 
already brought this style of hers to its cool, pure perfection ; but her 
second novel shows, nevertheless, a fine advance. She goes deeper ; 
she sees with more compassion ; she allows her heart more say. Her 
principal study is that of Isolde, a beautiful woman who has lived for 
the emotional adventures that her beauty offered her, and now comes 
to her lovely, ruined chateau to make what peace she can with middle 
age. But a subsidiary story is that of young Caroline Image; and, 
although it is the familiar story of the daughter sacrificed to the mother, 
it has a personal poignancy, a beauty like that of an April sunset. A 
beauty and an essential truth are, indeed, the notes of the book. Here, 
for instance, is Isolde’s conclusion of the whole matter, just before 
making up her mind to marry the man who has been faithful to her 
from beginning to end: ‘‘ Everyone who’s lived as I’ve lived is bound 
to be lonely in the end. Passions and arts and those sort of things 
are no good to you when you’re old and when you’re dying. 

You don’t want the excitements of life then, you want someone you 
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can tell about what colour your hair was when you were a child, or where 
your pain is when you’re ill. It’s awful to have to pay someone to 
be told.”’ This is a novel that leaves behind it an impress of skilfully 
simplified art, and of rich feeling restrained but not imprisoned.

Challenge to Clarissa, by E. M. Delafield. (Macmillan, 7s. 6d.) 

IT seems to me that Miss Delafield’s once acid pen is mellowing a 
little as time goes on. In this latest novel, though Clarissa herself and 
Fitzmaurice, her husband, are beasts—no other word describes them— 
they are poor beasts, and even while Clarissa is bragging and domineering 
and using he1 money so unfairly as a means of getting the whip-hand 
over everyone with whom she comes in contact, we know quite well, 
though Miss Delafield does not need to say ic in so many words, that 
she is a miserably disappointed woman at heart, just as Fitzmaurice, 
whose face was a “ mirror of ignoble feelings and desires,” is a figure 
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to pity rather than dislike. Miss Delafield’s story is a slight one— 
merely the flowering of love between Clarissa’s son by her first marriage 
and Fitzmaurice’s daughter by his divorced wife—but it gives her an 
oppoitunity to introduce us to one of her richest galleries of portraits. 
With her hero she achieves nothing—Lucien is only a name—but 
with everyone else, even with those who hardly appear on her stage 
for more than a moment, she is masterly, and as for the old Princesse 
de Candi-Laquerriére, her confidante the still older Catiche, and the 
faithful Cliffy, they are a trio so enchanting, so real, so alive and lovable, 
that I implore Miss Delafield to tell us more of them. Ss.

THE PRIMROSES OF ASIA 


HOUGH it may have been hard and uncomfortable 
for most other plants, as well as mortifying to the gar- 
dener, the wet season has been a great one for most of 
the charming Asiatic members of the great primrose 
family. They have found the dull skies, the moist 
atmosphere and the watery conditions very much to their liking, 
and they are growing, flowering and seeding with extreme vigour. 
It is seldom that we are granted their luxuriance so close to Mid- 
summer’s Day and have their glories with us for so long ; but a 
sombre spring not only held them in check until May was out, but 
has caused them to keep their colour and fresh beauty for a week 
or two longer than usual—one of the small compensations in a 
most trying and difficult season. At their own time they are 
unsurpassed for their splendour and richness of colouring ; but 
even this month, when they have rivals in plenty, there are few 
more beautiful hardy plants, and it is impossible to withhold 
a measure of sympathy from those who have never grown them 
and whose dry conditions keep them out of the planting scheme. 
A natural dislike of drought and sun bars them from many 
gardens where they would be welcomed, but there are other 
gardens which can offer them a satisfying and comfortable home 
where ignorance of their many good points, or a vague alarm 
about the difficulties of their cultivation, keep them outside. On 
the score of treatment 
and management no 
possible objection can 
be urged against the 
primulas. They are 
essentially simple in 
their wants, and so long 
as they have ample 
moisture in the sum- 
mer, with good drain- 
age, andshade tempered 
with a little sunshine, 
they will be perfectly 
happy. They abhor 
stagnant conditions and 
do not like an excess of 
moisture in winter, and 
for this reason they 
must have well drained 
ground. Drainage, 
moisture and_ shade 
form the crux of their 
successful cultivation, 
and if these three con- 
ditions are forthcoming 
then there should be 
little difficulty with the 
majority of them. A 
shady shrub border, 
the coolness and half- 
shade of woodland, 
the banks of a ditch 
or stream and the 
margins of a pool all 
afford an ideal home 
for most of the Asia- 
tics; but where one 
is not so fortunate as 
to possess sucha 
choice natural  situa- 
tion, a simple system 
of irrigation by the 
aid of narrow water 
channels, or even 
underground pipes, 
which will enable a 


small area to be 
flooded and kept 
moist in times of 


drought, will make a 
comfortable place for

all the stronger candelabras even in full sun, although the 
plants are generally poorer in appearance than those grown in a 
shady situation. 

For those who like to spread their colours in the garden with 
a lavish hand and to secure the bold and picturesque effects 
that come from massed planting, the primulas provide invaluable 
material, for they are essentially gregarious in nature. Under 
suitable conditions they naturalise themselves freely and form 
the richest of coloured carpets in the woodland or by the edge 
of the stream and pool. ‘They may be set in bold blocks of one 
colour, which look especially fine where the drifts are large and 
sweeping ; but the knowing amateur realises how the effect of 
the drift planting can be increased by sprinkling a few of the 
lighter and more delicate shades among the darker tones, the 
one shade serving as an admirable foil to the other. Let the 
drifts be broken by bold shrub masses, preferably rhododendrons 
and azaleas or well defined plantings of ferns, whose graceful 
form and attractive green afford an attractive background as well 
as a charming planting composition. 

With many of the species, particularly the handsome P. japo- 
nica and P. Beesiana, selection must be ruthlessly carried out every 
year to preserve a purity of shade. Many of the forms of these 
species are muddy-coloured and, although often held up as good 
things, are not worth 
troubling about and, 
if planted with good 
coloured forms, only 
serve to ruin the 
general effect. P. 
japonica behaves very 
badly as regards 
colour variation, but 
by continued selection 
a strain of good colour 
can be fixed, such as 
has been done in the 
case of the attractive 
pink shades of P. 
pulverulenta known 
as the Bartley strain. 
Once a good form of 
either P. japonica or 
P. Beesiana (the rose- 
coloured is the best) 
has been secured, 
look after it well and 
increase the stock by 
division. If raised 


from seed they {will 
throw all manner of 
variations, most of 


which will only be fit 
for the rubbish heap. 
From a_ garden 


point of view, there 
are no primulas_ to 
compare, either in 


decorative value or in 
ease of culture, with 
those belonging to the 
section characterised 
by the tall and hand- 
some _ candelabra - like 
flower stems. In 
situations which they 
like they are as vigorous 
as the common prim- 
rose, which many of 
them resemble in their 


leaf character. ‘Two 
of the most robust 
growers are P. japo- 
nica, which has been 


known for upwards of

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seventy years; and P. pulverulenta, one 
of Wilson’s introductions. Not even 
the beginner will have any difficulty 
with these two species, which, in a 
moderately rich, moist and well drained 
loam, will grow like cabbages, making 
luxuriant tufts of foliage from which 
arise the tall flower stems carrying 
several tiers of primrose blossoms, each 
with a well marked and _ contrasting 
eye. The best forms of the Japanese 
primrose are of a fine rich red, and 
all forms that do not approach the ideal 
in tone should be ruthlessly rooted up. 
In P. pulverulenta the colour varies 
from a rich crimson through a rose 
magenta to good delicate pinks and 
salmons, the latter being the most 
desirable to set along with the deeper 
tones of P. japonica to obtain attractive 
planting effects. The orange yellow 
P. Bulleyana is vigorous and_ easily 
managed, and if it is allowed to scatter 
its seed round the parent clumps, which 
it will, it does not much matter, for the 
seedlings are almost all of good shade. 
P. Beesiana, on the other hand, has 
many bad colours, and unless a really 
good shade can be obtained one is better 
without it, although it is a vigorous 
grower, even inclined to coarseness in 
good situations. Also a vigorous grower, 
but better in colour, comes P. burmanica, 
which is a rich reddish purple with a 
yellow eye and which so far varies little 
in the progeny. One of the most charming 
members of the section, as well as one 
of the most beautiful in the race, is 
P. helodoxa, with its 3ft. tiers of golden 
yellow. It is a distinguished primula, a 
vigorous grower and a free seeder, and 
there is nothing more charming than 
to see it lighting up the fresh greenery 
of a moist woodland dell in early June 
with its tall yellow spires. To these may 
be added the fiery orange P. Cockburni- 
ana, which is dwarfer than most; and 
the newer orange P. chungensis, which is 
easier and longer lived than Cockburni- 
ana, which in most gardens behaves as a 
biennial and must be treated as such 
if it is to be kept in cultivation. 

After the candelabras, all the species 
which cluster round the graceful P. 
sikkimensis are first-rate garden plants 
for massed planting in moist woodland 
or by the streamside, and there is none 
more graceful than the old P. sikkimensis 
itself, with its slender stems topped by a 
pendent cluster of soft yellow bells. 
The newer cowslip primula, P. Florinde, 
runs it hard, but it is a more robust (and 
can be even coarse at times) plant and 
lacks the daintiness of P. sikkimensis. 
It has its value, however, and its place 
in the garden as a splendid species for 
the water edge, and it flowers in July 
in company with the beautiful white 
P. microdonta alpicola and its equally 
lovely plum-coloured form, both of 
which are elegant and charming plants 
that promise well for planting in generous 
drifts in moist woodland. Neither is as 
robust as P. Florinde, and appreciate 
shade more than the moisture which is 
the life blood of the handsome and giant 
yellow Florindez. As a companion to 
P. sikkimensis there is nothing more 
charming than the plum-coloured P. 
secundiflora, which likes plenty of mois- 
ture ; and to complete the list of these 
members of this handsome family that 
can be trusted to do well on the moist 
banks of a stream, or in the cool and shade 
of the woodland, the magnificent ivory 
white P. chionantha can be added. It 
is a hearty grower, throwing up its large 
and loose flower clusters on foot-high 
stems, and though, for some reason or 
another, it was found rather difficult 
in many gardens after its introduction, 
it is now happily proving a splendid and 
easily grown species, generous in flower 
and handsome in its looks and general 
bearing G..C. Tavion.

Ill—THE DECORATION OF THE 
VICEROY’S HOUSE 


BY ROBERT BYRON. 


HE previous article attempted to appraise the house 
as an example of utilitarian planning. Having estab- 
lished such important facts about it as the proximity 
of dining-rooms to kitchen and of kitchen to trades- 
men’s entrance, it is now possible to resume the visual, 
zsthetic point of view. Few palace interiors have exhibited 
such a pomp of form and decoration. And never before has 
this outmoded virtue achieved such unanimity with domestic 
convenience. An individual and peculiarly English splendour 
pervades the rooms and corridors, a splendour which, far from 
continuing the immemorial tradition cf Rcyal vulgarity, expresses,

perhaps for the last time, the spirit of humanist aristocracy 
in the language of a dwelling. Lord Wellesley, refusing, he 
said, to govern India from a counting-house, built himself a 
model of Kedleston. Lutyens has gone one better, but in the 
same spirit. He has placed the Viceroy in a setting whose 
qualities of exact judgment and independent invention are the 
qualities that have made the English Viceroys of India great. 
Thus, beneath an exuberance of marble and ornament, the 
magnificence of the rooms has a more fundamental origin, 
deriving from the perfection of their proportions a perfection 
which is apparent both in the cubic mass of each and in the 
details of the doorways, mantel- 
pieces, arches and mouldings, 
and even of the clocks, door- 
handles and keys. The related 
dimensions of a room can 
create a kind of _ intrinsic 
intimacy, as in the semi-State 
apartments, or can become 
superbly dramatic, as in the 
Durbar Hall and the State 
dining-room. But these dimen- 
sions are primarily, and apart 
from the clothes they wear, 
a product of the intellect. 
The rooms of the Viceroy’s 
House thus exhale a double 
splendour. While the beholder’s 
eye leaps with pleasure to the 
colour, pattern and ornament, 
simultaneously a deeper satis- 
faction is engendered by the 
gradual apprehension of the 
cubic form to which these 
vestures are applied. In 
addition, mass and detail alike 
are redeemed from negative 


impeccability by the  pro- 
nounced personality of the 
architect’s taste. From the 


hands of another such floors 
and ceilings, such a_ wealth 
of invention, might seem 
theatrical and cheap. It is 
Lutyens’ confidence in the 
ability of his line and mass 
to prevent this, and to justify 
his love of novelty, which 
places him in succession to 
the great architects of the 
Italian Renaissance and the 
English eighteenth century. 

AVENUES OF COMMUNICA- 

TION. 

The central block, on 
which attention must neces- 
sarily fix, displays a multiplicity 
of loggias, corridors and stair- 
cases, whose tessellated aisles 
and marbled acclivites, varied 
as the rides of a forest, are 
no more than fitting to the 
apartments they associate. The 
series begins with the main 
vestibule (Article II, Fig. 7),

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vistas with a length of 73}ft., a width 
of 27ft. and a height of 41ft. Its walls 
are covered in the greyish white Makrana 
marble which is used throughout the 
house ; its floor is also marble, grey 
and white. From the three saucer 
domes of the ceiling depend three 
bronze lanterns 63ft. high. These, like 
those of the corridors and main stair- 
cases, are destined to be gilded. 

From either side of the vestibule 
corridors 21oft. long run east and west 
across the house, revealing a series of 
white marble arches, between which 
saucer domes of plaster let fall bronze 
lanterns somewhat smaller than those 
already mentioned. The floors of these 
corridors are of grey and white marble 
spotted with chocolate ; the balustrades, 
opening on to the staircases, of white 
marble capped with black. ‘The vistas 
thus produced are exceeded elsewhere. 
Thus, on the ground floor, the corridor 
which runs north and south behind 
the semi-State rooms is no less than 
6ooft. in length. Sometimes the lay- 
out of the city itself is brought into 
play. From the ballroom loggia on 
the west, for example, it is possible to 
look right through the house on to 
one of Sir Herbert Baker’s pavilions 
more than half a mile away. 

The wells of the two main stair- 
cases are 63ft. long, 38ft. wide and 
56ft. high. A wainscot of red sandstone 
reaches to the height of 13$ft., above 
which the walls and window-frames, 
like the balustrades and the forty-eight 
steps, are of white marble (Article I], 
Fig. 3). The ground floors combine 
this material with an elaborate pattern 
of green marble from Baroda. The 
coved plaster ceilings are  flood-lit. 
From each, at the same time, hang 
two bronze lanterns 83}ft. high and 
capable of enclosing three fully grown 
men. A similar cove, 1od$ft. broad, 
and also flood-lit, shelters the landings 
of the open staircase described in 
Article II (Fig. 2), whose well is 
111ft. long, 53ft. wide and 56ft. high, 
and whose walls are of red and white 
sandstone. The Viceroy’s private stair- 
case (Article II, Fig. 3) has walls of 
white marble ; but the fountain basins, 
into which the lions’ heads pour, are 
lined with black. This staircase is in 
three flights r1oft. wide, surrounding a 
lift enclosure. 

The west garden loggia on the 
main floor (Fig. 5), between the ball- 
room and the State dining-room, enjoys 
a width of 31ft., and a total length of 
104ft. ‘The latter is divided into a 
central portion 65ft. long, having a 
barrel-vaulted ceiling 42ft. high. The 
sides of this portion consist partly of 
wall, partly of openings upheld by 
double groups of circular pillars whose 
capitals reproduce those under the 
portico. The openings give, on one side, 
on to the garden ; on the other, to the 
open staircase. Between the columns 
troughs of water, sunk into the balus- 
trade, are disturbed by a gentle bubbling. 
At either end are lobbies not so high, 
and upheld by groups of square 
pillars whose capitals lack the drums 
of the others, but dangle each four 
bells. The whole is of cream sandstone, 
but for the floor, which resembles those 
of the main corridors. To the north 
of the ballroom lies a smaller loggia, 
38ft. square, and displaying a coffered 
ceiling with an eye open to the sky. 
The floor is of green and white. In

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both loggias the lighting is concealed, as 
though to contrast with the glitter of the 
ballroom and to bring close, during hot weather, 
the velvet caresses of the Indian night. 

THE STATE ROOMS. 

The State rooms, all on the main floor, 
are planned round the Durbar Hal! (Article IT, 
Fig. 8). This immense circular pantheon, 
72ft. in diameter and 7oft. in height, seems to 
have borrowed some of its character from 
St. Sophia. Into its walls are inlet four 
apses, two on the east and two on the west, 
whose vaults, coffered in extending squares, 
are carried up into the main dome. The walls 
are encased in white marble up to the level at 
which the archivolts of these vaults begin. 
Immediately under the top of the marble are 
set a series of small square windows, which 
diffuse the sunlight through marble screens 
of a pattern somewhat resembling a lyre, and 
completely European in character. Below 
these windows runs a sharply moulded cornice, 
which is carried across the apses and is there 
upheld in each case by two columns of yellow 
Jaisalmere marble finished with white caryatid 
capitals and white bases. Behind these columns 
in each apse are pairs of comparatively small 
archways giving access to the flanking corri- 
dors, two in the west wall being blind. Between 
the apses on the west, opposite the main en- 
trance, stand two thrones on a dais, above 
which a canopy of crimson velvet, draped in 
the fashion of an Empire bed, reaches nearly 
to the top of the marble. The floor is composed 
of two Italian marbles, rosso porfirico and 
white, set in a black border. About the 
apses stand white marble lamp standards. 
The dome, whose eye, 16ft. in diameter, is 
open to the larger eye, also open, of the outer 
dome, and therefore to the sky, is flooded 
with concealed lighting. ‘The inner eye can 
be closed in bad weather. 

Words are inadequate to the splendour 
of this hall. The pattern of the floor alone is 
so huge as to leave the entrant breathless, 
almost frightened, and to make his first two 
or three steps resemble those of an explorer 
on the verge of a dangerous bog. In its 
glacial porphyry surface the jasper reflections 
of the encircling columns are intersected by 
white squares and circles and by two straight 
lines that lead, direct as an arterial road, 
from the entrance to the thrones. The 
writer, as he stood on the threshold, re- 
called the marshes of Ephesus, where slabs 
and shafts of porphyry and jasper also bear 
witness, through a tangle of brambles and 
rushes, to what was once the temple of 
Diana. The Durbar Hall has caught the 
arrogance of that antique world and repeats 
the proclamation of its architecture that 
European civilisation has yet to be superseded 
by a better. 

Immediately beyond the Durbar Hall, to 
the west, runs the long drawing-room (Fig. 9), 
an apartment whose astonishing proportions 
are modified but not concealed by the domes- 
ticity of its two open fireplaces and of its 
panels of dull gold tapestry set in white marble 
frames and separated by campanulated pilasters. 
This room, 24ft. wide and 3oft. high, has a 
length of 108ft. and supports a continuous 
barrel-vaulted ceiling without break or orna- 
ment of any kind. The floor, of teak, is 
carpeted within a border of grey marble, 
delicately inlaid with a curly pattern of yellow 
and white suitable to the furniture. The 
lighting is partly concealed, partly in crystal 
chandeliers. 

To the north and south of the long 
drawing-room lie two smaller drawing-rooms, 
each 38ft. square and 25ft. high. ‘The north 
(Fig. 4), despite its part in a ceremonial suite, 
- is a room of which Queen Victoria would have

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teak panelling, to which are affixed a 
series of silver sconces, turns each 
corner with a curve; likewise the cove 
of the ceiling. The south drawing- 
room, also panelled and pilastered in 
teak, possesses a charming mantel- 
piece of white and yellow marble 
supported by yellow marble pillars 
with bell capitals. 

The State dining-room (Fig. 10), 
separated from the south drawing- 
room by the Viceroy’s private stair, 
displays a marked sobriety of decora- 
tion, but is none the less the most 
spectacular room in the house by 
reason of its proportions alone. ‘These 
comprise a length of 104}ft., a width 
of 34ft. and a height of 35ft. The 
marble floor displays a pattern of grey 
forked stars in pairs, enclosed by longi- 
tudes and latitudes of grey rhombi, all 
on a white ground. ‘The teak panel- 
ling, supported by fluted pilasters with 
bell capitals, rises to a heavy cornice 
upheld by close-set brackets, each of 
which embodies the star of India. On 
the west side of the room the brackets 
are interrupted by the tops of five tall 
windows. ‘The long wall opposite con- 
tains three doors and two fireplaces. 
Above the latter, which are simply 
framed in white marble, hang Sir 
Edwin’s two most delicious clocks, 
fantasias of crystal and gold embody- 
ing the Royal cipher. The cornice 
tises to the height of 16ft. gins. 
Above this a white plaster frieze is 
bounded by another, isolated, cornice 
of teak, to mark the line whence 
springs the cove of the ceiling. ‘The 
doorways and windows at either end 
of the long walls being slightly re- 
cessed, teak archivolts are carried up 
across the white frieze to the upper cor- 
nice to mark where the recess invades 
the plaster. On the south end wall 
(Fig. 11) the panelling itself reaches 
to this level, inset by a great wooden 
niche hung with crimson velvet to 
display the Goldsmiths Company’s plate. 
Behind the top of this extended panel- 
ling is a minstrels’ gallery. ‘The coved 
ceiling, carried over this without a break, 
thus attains the enormous length of 
124ft., or 41yds. Its cove is both tall 
and yet at a wide angle from the 
perpendicular, so that the flat surface 
is confined to a narrow central way 
deeply coffered in rectangles and circles, 
whose faint shadows add still more to 
the height. ‘That a room thus simply, 
even severely, decorated should exhale 
the magnificence it does is mainly due 
to the bold black line of the upper 
cornice against the white plaster. ‘This 
draws the eye upward, and immediately 
makes it perceive the height and registe1 
the entire proportions. 

The State ballroom (Fig. 2), 
situated on the north of the. garden 
loggia, has a more frivolous and 
delectable character; indeed, until 
seen filled with dancers, it seems 
almost small. Actually, its length is 
103ft., its width 62ft. and its height 
33ft. This length, however, includes 
two lobbies, which are each divided 
from the main room by three arches 
supported on square piers of white 
marble. Though the teak floor is 
continued throughout, the actual danc- 
ing-room thus has a square effect, 
being only 67ft. long. ‘The walls are 
of white marble, windows and doors 
being flanked by circular pillars of the 
portico order. Between windows and

doors panels of Old-English mirror glass stretch from wainscot 
to cornice. ‘To these, whose rectangular panes are so set as 
to give a pleasantly broken effect, are affixed crystal sconces, 
which correspond with six crystal chandeliers in the centre. 
Each lobby has an open fireplace whose pillared overmantel 
contains a painting by Philip Connard in the tints of faded 
aubusson. 

The State supper room, lying on the east side cf the house 
to the south of the main vestibule, is 38ft. square and 24ft. 
high. Its walls are painted pale green; its floor is of white, 
grey and yellow marble, with a teak centre; its ceiling is 
coffered. Across the vestibule, on the north, is the State

library (Fig. 3), also 37{t. square and nearly as high. This is 
a most unprecedented room, whose design is based on Wren’s 
church of St. Stephens, Walbrook. A central dome is supported 
by eight vaulted arches, one to the middle of each wall and 
one to each corner. ‘These arches spring from a broad cornice, 
which is broken in the centre of each wall, but turns each corner 
intact and is there upheld by three marble pillars. The floor, 
of white, grey and yellow marble, has expanded the minute 
convolutions of opus aulexandrinum to a larger purpose and is 
unrivalled even among the other floors of the house. 

The semi-State rooms, for private entertaining, lie on the 
ground floor and derive their charm largely from the tall, deeply

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recessed windows, shaded by pelmets of red stone, which shed 
that diffused, restful light generally associated with country 
houses in summer and the presence of trees outside. The 
dining-room (Fig. 8), approached by two marbled lobbies 
furnished with water-basins in the form of bisected sarcophagi, 
is painted a pale blue, which contrasts pleasantly with 
arches and overmantel of grey and white marble. Actually, 
the walls are teak, and also the ceiling, whose heavy coffering 
increases the intimacy of the room. The private drawing- 
room (Fig. 12), adjoining it, is 66ft. long, 303ft. wide and 16ft. 
gins. high. Here the teak walls are painted cream, and the 
lowness of the room is accentuated by a circle on the plaster 
ceiling in heavy relief. A lovely fireplace (Fig. 13) framed in 
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white marble and flanked by couples of yellow marble pillars 
supports an overmantel of cream-coloured marble inlaid in a 
pattern of wavy diamonds. 

And so the tale might be continued all along the west 
front and into the west wings. There is no repetition. Each 
room reveals a separate personality, a separate adaptation 
of such dominant themes as the bell capital, a separate and 
more entrancing marble floor and mantelpiece, and a separate 
incarnation of the architect’s taste and ingenuity. If splendour, 
beauty and comfort can make the part of a ruler easy, the 
Viceroys of India are as fortunate in their housing as their task 
is exacting. ‘They must find, if they are men of taste, that their 
task is made the easier thereby.

AT THE THEATRE 


THE WITTY 


AST week’s charity revival of “Lady Windermere’s 
Fan ” takes one back a good many years. I remember 
seeing a copy of the play lying about, as we should 
vulgarly say to-day, my mother’s drawing-room. A 
naughty little boy who used such a phrase would have 

been made to stand in the corner with his hands behind him. 
I remember the look of horror with which my mother took the 
book out of my hands and said that little boys, in addition to 
not being heard, must also not touch. I can still see the dragon- 
some lady who, as our most august relative and relict of a 
Nonconformist and, I believe, justly celebrated divine, permitted 
herself to lecture to us as to what we should read. She informed 
us that literature had once more alighted on this planet in the 
person of a Mrs. Humphry Ward, whose novels were invariably 
accorded by The Manchester Guardian the honours of a two- 
column review, or double the length accorded to Mr. Hardy, 
Mr. Meredith, and Mr. Kipling. Whether it was that Mr. 
Humphry Ward had a cousin who had something to do with 
the local University, or whether it was that his spouse had a 
brother to whose critical opinions The Manchester Guardian 
attached the highest weight, and he holding, as the Irish Players 
say, the highest opinion of that lady’s work—whether for these 
or some totally different reason, the fact remains that our greatest 
newspaper innocently codded itself as to that lady’s eminence. 
To-day the novels of Mrs. Humphry Ward are the most com- 
pletely dead thing in letters; compared with any of them, even 
that unwieldy leviathan Daniel Deronda frisketh as a young lamb. 
Sometimes this sepulchral aunt, who dressed like a walking 
catafalque and over whose brow plumes nodded, would come to 
see us in the country. I remember how, on a wagonette in 
the neighbourhood of Bolton Abbey, the pronouncement was 
made that Esther Waters might be read because such things 
happened, due care being taken that the perusal was for the 
purposes of instruction and not entertainment. Plop then into 
our narrow world fell Oscar Wilde’s “‘ Lady Windermere’s Fan,” 
and I remember the shock with which I saw my mother slip 
the play behind a sofa-cushion on hearing the wheels of a familiar 
and dreaded brougham. For if literature was out august 
Relative’s province, her acquaintance constituted a district, and 
she spent her life district-visiting. I liked and understood my 
mother better for that little act of innocent deceit. 

I do not know how it was in London in 1892, but the 
foregoing gives, I hope, some little picture of the remoter 
world into which ‘“‘ Lady Windermere’s Fan” came as a 
revelation. A revelation because to us it had seemed that 
serious things must always be treated with the awful solemnity 
of the author of Robert Elsmere; it was a new and wonderful 
world in which everything could be put to the test of wit, and wit 
alone. Alas, that Wilde made the sentimental compromise, prob- 
ably in the belief that the English stage, and particularly that part 
of it which was the St. James’s Theatre under George Alexander, 
was not ready for the play of wit pure and undefiled! In judging 
any work one should never lose sight of the period in which 
that work was produced. In 1892, which is the date of “ Lady 
Windermere’s Fan,” what was quaintly called the problem play 
had not yet come into being, and the world had still another year 
to wait for Pinero’s ‘‘ The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.” Propriety, 
in the graceful and dignified shapes of Mr. and Mrs. Kendal, 
still held the stage, and though morality might be mocked 
in the decorations to a play, there was as yet no sign that the 
public was prepared for any change in the drama’s texture. 
Let any husband tell the modern girl who has consented to 
become the wife of his bosom that a woman of a certain and 
very expensive class is her mother, and she will probably say : 
““My dear, how very amusing! Let’s have her to dinner. 
Or d’you think she’ll find it too shy-making?” And that, 
of course, is the play that Wilde really wanted to write. But 
he also wanted royalties, with the result that Lord Windermere 
has to suffer the imputation that Mrs. Erlynne is his mistress, 
a view to which the counterfoils of his cheque-book lend efficient 
support. Readers will doubtless remember how this makes 
Lady Windermere, if one may use a deplorable phrase, fall 
for Lord Darlington, how her presence in his rooms is betrayed 
by the fan, how Mrs. Erlynne saves the situation by claiming 
the fan as hers, and how finally the wife who nearly erred, and 
the mother who saved her, shed tears on discovering that they 
are both called Margaret. After which Lady Windermere 
looks into her husband’s eyes and says: “O Arthur, don’t 
love me less, and I will trust you more. I will trust you 
absolutely. Let us go to Selby. In the Rose Garden at Selby 
the roses are white and red.” The play ends with Windermere 
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telling Lord Augustus Lorton that in marrying Mrs. Erlynne 
he is marrying a very clever woman. ‘This Lady Windermere 
emends by saying : ‘“‘ Ah, you’re marrying a very good woman ! 
thus perpetuating that sentimental philosophy whereby the 
habitual sinner who winds up her life’s entertainment with a 
display of sacrificial fireworks is alleged to be worth more than 
the saint who stands in no need of redemptive pyrotechnics. 
It hardly needs saying that all this part of the old play is to-day 
excessively tedious. Your honest moraliser is dull enough at 
the best of times ; the man who prates morality with his tongue 
in his cheek is, in the modern view, insufferable. 

But how good the wit still is! Some of the lines, such as 
the Duchess of Berwick’s : “‘ Dear girl, she’s so fond of photo- 
graphs of Switzerland. Such a pure taste, I think!” are 
possibly a little too familiar, but the rest of her Grace’s babble 
is a continual joy. It is a delight to sit in the theatre and hear 
such nonsense as: ‘‘ What a charming, wicked creature ! 
I like him so much. I’m quite delighted he’s gone!” And: 
“Tt was only Berwick’s brutal and incessant threats of suicide 
that made me accept him at all, and before the year was out, 
he was running after all kinds of petticoats, every colour, every 
shape, every material. In fact, before the honeymoon was over, 
I caught him winking at my maid, a most pretty, respectable 
girl. I dismissed her at once without a character——No, I 
remember I passed her on to my sister ; poor dear Sir George 
is so short-sighted, I thought it wouldn’t matter. But it did, 
though—it was most unfortunate.” And again: ‘‘ What 
consoles one nowadays is not repentance, but pleasure. Repent- 
ance is quite out of date. And besides, if a woman really repents, 
she has to go to a bad dressmaker, otherwise no one believes 
inher.” The serious passages contain dialogue which no actress, 
let alone a human being, could be expected to get the better of 
to-day. Thus Mrs. Erlynne has to say to her daughter: “ As 
for me, if suffering be an expiation, then at this moment I have 
expiated all my faults, whatever they have been; for to-night 
you have made a heart in one who had it not, made it and broken 
it—But let that pass. I may have wrecked my own life, but 
I will not let you wreck yours.” But then the artist in Wilde 
comes to the front, and in a flash all this dead talk comes 
to life. For Mrs. Erlynne’s next words are: ‘“ You— 
why, you are a mere girl, you would be lost. You haven’t 
got the kind of brains that enables a woman to get back. You 
have neither the wit nor the courage.” But the piece was 
good theatre in its own day, and I imagine that it will always 
be good theatre as long as there are the players to stand up to 
it. Mr. Ernest Thesiger was in charge of last week’s revival, 
and that in itself was a guarantee, since this actor, still 
playing Dumby, was in the revival of 1904 though not, as has 
been stated, in the original cast. In 1892 Mr. Thesiger was 
just entering his ’teens, a little early for the stage of the St 
James’s however precocious the talent.

OR centuries people have been making new discoveries 
of old styles. The first and grandest discovery was the 
Renaissance, when the glory of Rome dawned gradually 
and magnificently upon a medieval world. Greece was 
discovered next, after a long interval. ‘Then the medizval 

styles, one after the other, beginning with the latest; then the 
earlier phases of the Renaissance and subsequently the whole 
gamut of eighteenth century achievement until, a comparatively 
short time ago, the Regency came into full favour. And now we 
are in for the Victorian. ‘There is one curious point about this 
prolonged series of rediscoveries, namely, the gradually decreasing 
interval of time separating the 
period discovered from the 
period of discovery. More than 
a millennium separated the 
Renaissance from Rome. The 
Gothic revivalists looked back 
across half that period. ‘‘ Queen 
Anne” enthusiasts of the 
eighties admired the art of a 
hundred and fifty years before 
their time; while to-day we 
make museum specimens of 
things only eighty or a hundred 
years older than ourselves. 
This seems to indicate that we 
are getting used to cultivating 
the acquaintance of strange 
periods and that capricious 
flirtations with bygone styles 
are becoming a habit. It will 
not be very long before we fall 
in love with a period only just 
anterior to our own, and per- 
haps in time we shall even begin 
to document, catalogue, criticise 
and admire the works of our own 
contemporaries. As a matter 
of fact, there are considerable 
grounds for supposing that this 
period of analytical self-adula- 
tion has already begun. 

That the Victorians (to be 
quite accurate, the Early Vic- 
torians) have definitely 
“arrived ’’ one naturally infers 
from the fact that two exhibi- 
tions of Victorian art are being 
held in London this month.

This sudden gesture of enthusiasm for a despised period was 
to be expected. For one thing, the art of the nineteenth 
century has been universally and profoundly disliked for a con- 
siderable time ; that alone makes it interesting in the eyes of a 
generation zealously sceptical about the verdicts of the day before 
yesterday. Moreover, the period presents such a vivid and engag- 
ing spectacle of activity in every department of life that literary 
minds, searching for something exciting to write about, have 
welcomed Victorian history, biography and art as_ well-nigh 
inexhaustible fields of exploration. 

This being so, it is not surprising to find that the new enthusi- 

asm for Victorian art is almost 
entirely of the literary kind. 
AY The more considerable artistic 
achievements of the period 1837 
{ to 1851 are largely ignored or, 
at any rate, receive far less at- 
tention than countless trifling 
objects providing a more im- 
mediate and intimate clue to the 
Victorian social picture. ‘Thus 
Frith is found to be amusing, 
while the magnificent nudes of 
Etty are still virtually forgotten. 
A model of Prince Albert entirely 
constructed of wire and glass is 
of more account than a medal- 
lion by Alfred Stevens. A 
Victorian drawing-room is the 
subject of fashionable curiosity 
and delight, but Pugin’s wood- 
work in the House of Lords is 
left to the gaping wonderment 
of the casual tourist. 

A further explanation of the 
recent change of attitude to- 
wards Victorian art seems to lie 
in the delightful realisation that 
Europe in the twentieth century 
has an art of its own, sufficiently 
enthralling to engage all the 
serious attention which, not so 
very long ago, would have been 


devoted to one of the great 
historical periods. ‘The intel- 
lectual tyranny of the great 


periods has, once and for all, 
been given the slip. No longer 
tied to the apron-strings of

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any one historical mistress, we philander gaily with the past 
wherever and whenever we find it sufficiently amusing. And 
Victorian art can be very pretty and amusing in its way, as the 
exhibits at No. 23A, Bruton Street and at Messrs. Heal’s Mansard 
Gallery serve to show. Neither of these exhibitions pretends 
to represent very extensively the major achievements of the 
period. Serious academicism on the one hand, the latest flower 
of eighteenth century humanism, and, on the other hand, intensely 
earnest medizvalism, striving to re-create in a mechanical age 
a sense of saintly wonder and spiritual ingenuousness, are the 
aspects which the orthodox art-historian will feel bound to empha- 
sise. But in these things, while we admire them at a distance, 
we cannot find much delight, and we pass them over to revel in 
cross-stitch bell-pulls and domes of wax fruit. 

It is the popular art of the Victorians which we are just dis- 
covering and which the two current exhibitions illustrate aptly 
and in rich variety. The Bruton Street show is decidedly the 
more serious of the two, and it is interesting to observe that the 
more seriously the various objects are conceived, the less character- 
istic they become of their period. The very pompous sideboard 
and cellarette, for instance, at Bruton Street are merely deplorable 
examples of the Regency manner in extreme decay. The library 
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carpet, on the other hand, in the same house, is a spirited piece 
of work, full of originality and style. 

At the Mansard Gallery the Early Victorian genius reveals 
itself more intimately. The whole picture is enchanting, and 
many of the individual objects irresistible even to the most hardened 
anti-Victorian. Apart from such ephemeral attractions as a 
mechanical singing-bird (pathetically real) and a combined musical- 
box and photograph-album, there are really excellent things, like 
the delicately painted papier-mdché chiffoniers and the amazingly 
beautiful chandeliers of clouded yellow and blue-grey glass. 
The carpets are admirable, too, and so are the glass paper-weights, 
the fire-screens, the hassocks, the chintz curtains and, most 
astonishing of all, the colossal mahogany bedstead carved with 
doves, cupids and flowers and hung with charming yellow brocade. 

The Victorians loved pretty colours, they loved arabesques 
and inlays such as delighted their Jacobean ancestors. They 
loved odd materials and queer freaks of craftsmanship. They 
loved naturalism in art above all, and would have given all the 
abstractions in the world for one touching anecdote. 

They lived in amiable, blissful contentment amid surround- 
ings which, since we are beginning to grow rather fond of them 
ourselves, we must cease to regard as a species of original sin.

“CACK-HANDED” 


GOLF

PLAYED last week in what is one of the jolliest matches 

in my personal golfing year, that between Woking and 

the Hook Heath Artisans. It is played by foursomes, 

and as we mustered sixteen couples aside, it is clearly 

popular ; I only wish there were many more such matches 
played all over the country. 

What particularly interested me was that one of my 
opponents played, in the words of my caddie, “‘ cack-handed,” 
that is to say, with his left hand below his right. The origin 
of the word—which I had heard before, applied, I think, to left- 
handed batsmen—is obscure; at any rate, my researches in 
the work of the great Mr. Murray have not revealed it to me. 
I had watched at least one very good golfer play in this manner, 
Mr. Ralph Thompson of Northumberland, but I had never 
actually played with one of the school before. This one, 
Mr. W. Marsh, though not apparently large or strong, hit 
the ball prodigious distances with a very big swing and a very 
big turn of the body, which reminded me a little of Abe Mitchell 
in his youthful days, before he had become a professional and 
when he was the terror of Ashdown Forest. The rest of his 
game was very sound, and he looked so natural and easy that 
one soon entirely ceased to notice the fact that he held his 
hands “ upside down.” 

He was not the only “ cack-handed ” player on his side, 
for his brother indulged in the same heresy, and so did a third 
player. In fact, I felt inclined to think that if all the Hook 
Heathens had done so, we should have been smashed to atoms 
instead of just winning the match. The method is not, of 
course, by any means unique. George Rochester, the pro- 
fessional at Alnmouth, was the first player I ever heard of 
who did it, but history records, at any rate, one who lived 
long before that Agamemnon. In the minutes of the Brunts- 
field Golf Club, under the date of September 28th, 1839, it 
is stated that the medal was won by Mr. Aitken in go strokes. 
Later in the evening his victory was celebrated in some 
impromptu verses sung by the secretary : 


There is no Golfer in our view 

Who drives so far, and putts so true, 

With left hand down his club does wield, 

*Tis ten to one against the field, 

And soon he’ll be our Dean of Guild, 
The glorious Captain Aitken. 


In quite modern times there was, unless I am mistaken, a very 
good Scottish player, Mr. J. H. Irons, and there is another 
Scot, whose name has escaped me, who has won the Indian 
Championship. I remember, too, once hearing at Hunstanton 
that there were several good working-men players there of the 
same school, and, generally speaking, I believe artisan golfers 
are given to it. Why, I cannot conjecture, except that they, 
as a rule, play the game as Nature dictates to them and do not 
worry their heads over-much with lessons and text books. 
And, in a sense, this method, though rare, may be called natural, 
because it is the instinct of a child to employ it. Give a club 
to any child of five or six and you may safely lay odds that it 
will grasp it with its left hand below the right. 

I have always had a perhaps foolish weakness for experi- 
menting, and, though it is a long while ago, I remember vividly 
my one experiment in this direction. It was on a Sunday 
at a beloved little house among the Welsh hills. My own 


clubs were out of reach at the links a dozen miles away, but 
I had a ball or two in my pocket, and there was in the house 
a driver of mildewed and prehistoric aspect. With this I made 
a long and toilsome climb up the hill behind the house, through 
woods of little scrubby oaks, till I emerged on the top, where, 
close to a lonely pool, was a stretch of soft mountain turf. 
There, with no human eye to behold my antics, I teed a ball, 
grasped my club “ cack-handed ” and swung. Heavens! what 
a swing that was! I felt as if the club was whirling me round 
like an inspired teetotum, and doubtless the ball would have 
flown a wonderful distance had not the ancient club been 
unequal to the shock. As it met the ball, and indeed almost 
before, it simply resolved into its elements ; the head flew off, 
the shaft snapped, everything went together, and I came 
dejectedly down the hill again bearing mere scraps of what 
had once been a driver and the pride of an uncle’s heart. 

That saddened me, and with a lamentable lack of persever- 
ance I never made another trial, save in a cowardly way with 
very short pitches on the lawn. I exclude some serious efforts 
at putting in this fashion. Mr. Denys Scott, who regularly 
putts thus, and very well too, had tried to convert me when in a 
particularly bad way on the green, and for a day or two I was 
so successful that I had the hardihood to attempt it in the first 
round of an Amateur Championship. Needless to say, the 
magic vanished ; I had to give it up, and scrambled through 
by holing a long and lucky putt on the last green in more orthodox 
style. 

I am not bold enough to suggest that the reader should 
turn his hands topsy-turvy, but I do suggest that he may find 
it amusing and even instructive to try a swing or two. He 
will probably exper’ence, together with an awkward sensation 
of strangeness, an agreeable one of power. ‘True, he will swing 
himself off his legs, but he will be conscious of a big swing 
and a big turn, and if he has been having a bad spell of not 
pivoting freely—a common enough fault with most of us— 
he may find that those few swings have done him good. At 
least, I have tried the remedy once or twice, only in homeopathic 
doses, and it was rather beneficial than otherwise. The left 
hand seems to gain power and do the work of taking the club 
back as it should ; the right hand is less inclined to overpower 
the left, and that odious right elbow stays tucked in and is less 
disposed to fly out. So, at least, I have fancied ; but perhaps 
it is al] nonsense, as too many of these quack remedies are. 

A aumber of distinguished baseball players hold their 
bats, I believe, with the left hand down, and consequently 
one might expect America to produce a golfer who does so. 
There is not a single one, however—or, at least, his fame has 
not reached me. American golfers are great at “ trying out ” 
every conceivable device, and I assume that they have tried 
this one and found it wanting. Indeed, in American golfing 
magazines I have several times read of somebody having “a 
baseball swing,” much as we say of a man that he has too cricket- 
ing a style. In what it exactly consists I do not know, but the 
term is clearly used as one of reproach and not praise. Mean- 
while, I wish somebody would tell me what is the precise meaning 
of “ cack-handed,” whether I have spelt it right and what is 
its derivation. My old friend Arthur Croome often used the 
term—or, rather, his word was, I think, “ cacky-handed,” 
but I do not remember that he ever went into its etymology.

PARTRIDGE DISEASE 
To THE Epiror. 

S1r,—For a long time past keepers and others 
have tenaciously held to the opinion that the 
disease known as strongylosis was disseminated 
by the importation of eggs from an infected 
area, the egg being the carrier of the disease. 
All acquainted with the life-history of the 
parasitic worm ‘Trichostrongylus _ pergracilis 
will at once realise how extremely unlikely 
this is. Moreover, the inter-breeding that in 
consequence has taken place has greatly reduced 
the stamina and vigour of the birds and rendered 
them very much less resistant to disease. 

Recently I have been examining eggs from 
various districts, and as a result can positively 
state that there is not the slightest evidence 
that the egg carries this disease or is in any 
way responsible for it. Owners will be well 
advised to obtain eggs from many areas, and 
by so doing improve the stamina of their 
birds.—WALTER E. COLLINGE.

There is no doubt that lions are capable of 
great affection and fidelity, and I know a case 
in point where a lady, a relative of my own, 
brought home a cub from East Africa which 
used to frequent the servants’ hall at tea-time 
and accompany the children while riding 
their donkey in the country lanes.

GARRICK AND 

SIDDONS. 

To THE Eprror. 

S1r,—Mr. George 
Warrington, in his sym- 
pathetic article on Mrs. 
Siddons in the issue of 
COUNTRY LIFE for 
June 6th, states that 
Garrick engaged her on 
the strength of the favour- 
able opinion of King the 
actor, whom he had sent 
to Cheltenham to see her 
play. This statement raises 
an interesting question. It 
is supported by no less 
an authority than Mrs. 
Siddons’ own memoranda, 
quoted by her biographer, 
Thomas Campbell ; it has 
been accepted by succeed- 
ing writers, and appears in 
the account of the life of 
the actress published in 
the Dictionary of Naticnal 
Biography. Nevertheless, 
letters exist which prove 
the statement to be untiue 
and show that Garrick’s 
envoy was not King the 
actor, but the Rev. 
Henry Bate (afterwards 
Sir Bate Dudley), the 
first editor of the Morn- 
ing Post, and that his 
favourable report 
secured for the actress 
her first London en- 
gacement. On July 
31st, 1775, Garrick wrote 
as follows to Bate, who 
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ROSE, AGED FIVE MONTHS. 


was then travelling with his wife in the western 
counties : 
Dear Bate 
If you pass by Cheltenham on your 
way to Worcester I wish you would see 
an actress there, a Mrs. Siddons ; she has 
a desite, I hear, to try her fortune with us ; 
if she seems in yout eyes worthy of being 
transplanted pray desire to know upon 
what conditions she would make the trial 
and I will write to her the post after I have 
received your letter. Pay our compliments 
to your Lady, and accept our warmest 
wishes for an agreeable journey and_ safe 
return to London. 
Yours, my dear Sir, most sincerely, 
Davip Garrick,” 


Bate went to Cheltenham, where, on 
August i2th, he saw Mrs. Siddons play 
Rosalind in *“‘ As You Like It” in ‘Sa barn 


about three yards over,” and sent Garrick 
a flattering report upon her acting and person- 
ality. In his letter, which is too long to 
quote, he says: 

‘* Her face is one of the most strikingly 
beautiful for stage effect that eve: I beheld, 
and I shall surprise you more when I assure 
you that it is nothing to her action and 
general stage deportment, which are remark- 
ably pleasing’ and characteristic ; in short 
I know no woman who marks the different 
passages and transitions with so much 
variety and at the same time propriety 
of expression ; in the latter humbug scene 
with Orlando she did more in it than anyone 
I ever saw, not even your divine Mrs. Barry 
excepted. At the conclusion she 
waited upon me, and after I had opened my 
commission she expressed herself happy 
at being brought out under your eye.” 

Mrs. Siddons says that King saw her at 
Cheltenham in “‘ The Fair Penitent,’’ but that 
she neither knew him nor his purpose ; Bate 
that she played in ‘“‘ As You Like It,” and that 
he explained his commission to her after the 
performance. Is it possible that Mrs. Siddons 
in her old age forgot everything about this 
most important incident of her youth? ‘There 
is no doubt about the correctness of Bate’s 
statement. His letter, and others connected 
with the affair, exist and are in the British 
Museum, Ad. Ms. 25,383. Garrick’s letter 
to him was published in the Morning Pest 
of August 27th, 1823.—Wm. 'T. WHITLEY.

Until modern days the people of these parishes 
used to go annually to Salisbury and dance 
before the west front of the cathedral, the 
people of Great Wishford crying, ‘‘ Grovely, 
Grovely, and all Grovely,” and those of 
Barford, “‘ Grovely, Grovely.”’ On the same 
day the people went up to Grovely Wood 
and cut green branches, which they carried 
in procession to Great Wishford church and 
placed in the chancel. This part of the 
ceremony was still performed in Canon 
Macdonald’s day, but the dance then took 
place in the rectory meadow. I asked him 
what sort of dance it was, and he said, ‘‘ Oh, 
they just jig about as these old fellows do.” 

I no longer have the reference, but I 
think the bishop in question was Wyvil, 
temp. Edward II. 

There is, I believe, an account of the 
custom in the Wiltshire Archeological Society’s 
Transactions.—E. CHARLES FREND.

MEMORIES OF A FAMOUS MARE.

NE is well aware that what I am writing now is quite 
likely to be overshadowed by all which has been taking 
place at Ascot this week. And for that very good 
reason I may be briefer than usual. 

With few exceptions the high-class horse is not 
catered for in the week which divides Epsom and Ascot. If 
he were there would be little acknowledgment of it on the 
part of owners and trainers. For the good horses that ran at 
Epsom and which are wanted for Ascot, the week’s interval is 
too short. So into the intervening week there is stuffed a perfect 
glut of un-Ascot-like racing. 

A start was made at Birmingham (where one or two breeders’ 
races were decided) and Lewes. Newbury and Beverley followed 
in inid-week, and, to finish, there were three meetings proceeding 
simultaneously later in the week—Gatwic, Chepstow and Ponte- 
fract. 

It was at Newbury that I noted more than one horse which, 
quite likely, has done well at Ascot this week. Incidentally, I 
spoke with more than one owner who was looking forward to a 
good Ascot, notably H.H. the Aga Khan. It was his four year old 
Ut Majeur that I noticed running on strongly under his top weight 
of gst. to finish fourth for the Newbury Summer Cup. I hope 
this horse will have done well this week in more exalted company, 
when, however, he would not be giving so much weight. After 
all, a mile and a half race cannot be a fair test for a horse holding 
an engagement in a Cup race of two miles and a half only a week 
later. Ut Majeur’s best perforinance was when, last autumn, 
he won the Cesarewitch. When, therefore, I noted him running 
on strongly in this Newbury race I felt he might be on the eve of 
bigger achievements. 

That race for the Newbury Cup was won for Mrs. Arthur 
James by her four year old Salmon Leap, trained by the Hon. 
George Lambton. This horse won by two lengths from Mr. 
F. W. Horlock’s Truncheon, who was trying to give 2lb.; while 
Mr. James de Rothschild’s Prince Paradise was beater a short 
head for second place. He had been weighted to give 5lb. to 
the winner, and I must say he once looked like succeeding until, 
not so very far from home, he was overhauled and passed by the 
longer-striding winner. 

Salmon Leap is a rather bright bay horse of a bit more than 
average size. He is full-bodied and strong in every sense. Of 
course, he is not a very good one, for he was nearly at the bottom 
of this handicap, but I should say he is not unlikely to make 
further progress. After all, he was not one that came early to 
hand, which cannot be said of the second, Truncheon, who was 
successful as a two year old selling plater except on one day at 
Hurst Park, when his then owner, Mr. Stanley Wootton, found 
him an extremely costly possession. 

Prince Paradise is game and genuine beyond all question. 
He is handicapped by reason of lack of size. One could see 
the disadvantage he was placed at when Salmon Leap ranged 
alongside. Of course, the longer-striding horse prevailed. Prince 
Paradise is by a Cesarewitch winner, Rose Prince, a sire that was 
originally at the stud here and then sent to France because he 
did not get that patronage which his owner considered he merited. 

Salmon Leap is by Salmon ‘Trout, who has not yet become 
a definite success at the stud, from Stony Ford. He was bred 
by his owner, Mrs. Arthur James. One recalls the dam because 
as a three year old she came in first for one of the New Oaks 
decided at Newmarket during the War and was then disqualified 
for bumping and boring. I did not see the race, but I have 
always understood it was an inevitable and fair decision—sharp, 
though, of course, the disappointment was to the filly’s owner. 
And now we have her as the dam of this iatest Newbury Cup 
winner. 

Mention of one that was racing in the War period reminds 
me of the death the other day of that famous and quite delightful 
mare Diadem. For Lord D’Abernon she won the One Thousand 
Guineas of 1917, and both before and after that classic triumph 
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she won many races for him, chiefly over short distance courses 
Generally she was ridden by Steve Donoghue, who loved her 
and for whom I am certain the mare had a genuine affection. 

In his book Men and Horses Mr. Lambton thus refers to 
Diadem and Donoghue: ‘“ Stephen is a great lover of horses, 
but I am sure Diadem held first place in his affections and she 
thoroughly reciprocated it. I have seen her after a hard race, 
as he unsaddled her, turn round and rub her nose against his 
hands, more like a dog than a horse. Win or lese you could 
not have made Stephen hit her for anything in the world.” 

Mr. Lambton stoutly defended Lord D’Abernon against 
the suggestions that he had raced the mare commercially by 
keeping her too long in training. It remains a fact that our most 
successful breeders are altogether opposed to the over-racing 
of mares intended for the stud, especially high-class ones. Diadem 
ran in thirty-nine races, won twenty-four, was second eight 
times, three times third and four times unplaced. ‘The best 
she bred was Dian (by Phalaris), and that filly never struck me 
as being particularly robust. 

Then there is in training now Diocletian, a full brother to 
Dian. He is a weak-looking sort, but for which he might not 
so often have been second. Certainly the famous mare never 
bred one anything like as good as she herself was. Mrs. Gemmell 
gave 10,000 guineas for her when Lord D’Abernon sent her up 
for sale as a comparatively old mare. She had been barren 
for more than one year, and so it was a lot of money to give in 
the circumstances. Soon afterwards she slipped twins, and 
now she is dead and only the memory of her goodness will linger. 

It may be that one named Cockpen has won a race at Ascot 
this week for Lord Woolavington. Cockpen was introduced 
to us by the Beckhampton trainer, Fred Darling, at Newbury 
last week. One could judge by the betting the colt was expected 
to shine, and, sure enough, he readily won the Kennet Stakes 
for two year olds. Often a high-class horse begins in such 
modest fashion, which is why I should not be surprised if the 
colt has gone on to better things this week. For he is quite a 
striking individual, having most exceptional size for a two year 
old with great power. 

One might even fault Cockpen on the score of being too 
big. ‘That remains to be seen. Personally, I should have more 
doubts on the score of his breeding. By Buchan, he is from a 
mare Margeritta, who was a successful two year old but then 
turned roarer. She was also extremely temperamental. The 
three year old Florence Dombey (by Captain Cuttle) is from 
her, and I have serious doubts about her courage. I hope 
Cockpen will dispel suspicions of the stock of his dam. I know 
he impressed many good judges of make and shape, and certainly 
his way of winning was quite faultless. 

I thought they were quite a moderate lot of two year olds 
that competed for the Berkshire Foal Plate, entry to which closed 
two years ago when they were only foals. "The best of them proved 
to be Flechier, who, I believe, cost very little as a yearling. He 
won now for Mr. J. M. Woodville. ‘The colt is by Bold Archer, 
who, if he gets properly appreciated by breeders, will certainly 
do well for Mr. R. V. L. Sherwood the Cheveley Park Stud 
near Newmarket. That sire is by ePhalaris from Miss Matty 
and, therefore, a half brother of the Derby winner, Papyrus. 
In training he won the Gimcrack Stakes. 

‘The nine that competed for the Royal Stakes of a mile and 
a quarter at the Newbury Meeting were entered nearly three 
years ago. It is hard to think there were as many as 205 foals 
and yearlings entered at that time. The winner, Hill Cat, was 
one of the foals entered. He is a lusty-looking chestnut colt 
by Marten that owed his success to the strong riding of Childs 
and to the fact of Mr. W. Woodward’s Praetor being brought 
too late on the scene to lose by a head. 

1 could touch on some happenings during the week at one 
or two of those other meetings mentioned, but Ascot has hurried 
them from the minds of most people.

"THE late Mr. Anderson Graham made but a 

brief reference, in his delightful Highways 
and By-ways in Northumbria (Macmillan and 
Co.) to Haggerston Castle. He recalls that 
Leland wrote of it as ‘“‘ A towre upon the south 
syde of Lindis ryver,” and that is all he says 
of it. Except the “towre,” the castle was 
burned down in 1388, a house built on the site 
to the design of Mr. Norman Shaw, R.A., was 
destroyed by fire in 1911, and the present 
large mansion was designed by Mr. James B. 
Dunn, F.R.1.B.A., and finished within three or 
four years of that event. The property was 
offered last year, at Berwick-on-Tweed, by 
Messrs. Ward Price and Co., with 1,750 acres. 
The home, subject to interruptions by the 
fire, since 1858 of the Leylands, the mansion 
was afterwards suggested as suitable for a 
club, hotel or institution.

The present 
owner, Mrs. Lawson, has been considering 
the possibility of ex tending the wcrk of restoring 
the Castle chapel, a work among others which 
her late husband had in mind. It is understood 
that her advisory agents, Messrs. John D.

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ENGLISH FURNITURE 


N unusual winged cabinet of satinwood, which comes up 
for sale at Messrs. Christie’s on June 25th, is an example 
of the refined design of the last years of the eighteenth 
century. Satinwood furniture relied to a considerable 
extent upon painting for decoration, and here the brilliant 

yellow of the wood is relieved by four painted figures of nymphs 
in the style of Cipriani, and by the filling of the upper stage of 
the break-front with an oval mirror, and mahogany mouldings 
and vase, from which hang graceful drapery festoons. This 
central section is flanked by tal! niches containing plinths, veneered 
with satinwood and rosewood. ‘The lower stage is fitted with 
cupboards, which are painted in oval and oblong panels with 
muses and nymphs. In the same sale is a mahogany cabinet, 
from the collection of Henry Willett, with its upper stage serpen- 
tined, and fitted in the centre with open bookshelves and at 
the sides with narrow glazed cupboards. ‘The lower section 
is commode-shaped, with the angles faced with elongated 
carved consoles, and the cupboard doors carved with an irregular 
wreath of scrolls and foliage. Among furniture of the late seven- 
teenth century is to be noted an unusual walnut armchair, having 
its cresting carved with the Royal arms and supporters, and the 
borders on either side of the caned back panel carved with amorini 
supporting the Royal crown. The motif of the Royal crown appears 
also in the pierced acanthus foliations of the stretcher, and the 
border of the seat is carved with the inscription : ‘‘ George Lewis, 
Febvery ye 20, Anno Do. 1678.” 


EARLY ENGLISH SILVER. 

An attractive and novel form of cup of James I’s reign is 
the type known as the “ steeple-cup,”” which appears to have been 
an original conception of the English silversmith. In a silver- 
gilt steeple cup from the collection of Lord Montagu of Beaulieu, 
the cone-shaped bowl is decorated in a manner peculiar to this 
period with a vine scroll relieved against a matted ground, above 
an arcade. On one side of the bow] is a shield with contemporary 
armorials in pricked work. The stem is formed as a baluster, 
and rests upon a spool-shaped foot which is decorated with 
acanthus leaves. ‘The cover, which fits on like a cap, is decorated 
like the bowl with a vine scroll, and is surmounted by a triangular 
steeple resting upon three grotesque-headed scrolls and terminat- 
ing above in a closed crescent. ‘The cup, which is an excellent 
example of its type, bears the London hall-mark for 1604, and as 
maker’s mark “a fruit slipped.” It is inscribed below the base 
“ Elizabeth Montagu, Duchess, Dowr. of Buccleuch & Queens- 
berry, 1817.”’ A steeple cup of later date (1619), which was sold 
last year from the same collection, bore this inscription. This 
cup comes up for sale at Messrs. Sotheby’s on June 23rd ;_ and 
in the same day’s sale is a fine example of the bell-shaped salt 
cellar, a type which was made only during the last decade of the 
sixteenth and first thirteen years of the seventeenth century. 
This salt, which is of silver-gilt, is in three tiers, the two lower 
having a receptacle for salt and the upper one being pierced for 
pepper. The two lower concave sections are worked with a 
foliate scroll design on a scale pattern ground, and have a circular 
medallion enclosing a shield. ‘The uppermost section is worked 
with long leaves; the borders throughout are finely reeded. 
The salt, which comes from the Dunn Gardner collection (1902), 
bears the London hall-mark for 1600, and for maker’s mark 
“T'S” in monogram, resembles a bell salt (1599) from the 
Swaythling and Helstone collections which was sold in 1924. 

In the same day’s sale is a silver tea-kettle and stand (1719) by 
Joseph Ward ; the kettle is of octagonal form and large size, and is 
plain except for the graduated mouldings; the faceted spout is shaped 
as a swan’s neck. The lamp stand consists of an octagonal lamp 
and four legs 
of broken scroll 
form, with hands 
at each side. 
Attached to the 
front is an oval 
medallion en- 
graved with the 
arms of Eyton of 
Leyswood, and 
the same family’s 
arms are en- 
graved on the 
body of the 
kettle.

on June 25th, the hanap, with its vigorously moulded satyr as 
handle, is perhaps one of the most beautiful of all the minor 
pieces. Its form is characteristic of the French Renaissance ; 
the laughing satyr clasps the circumference of the margin of 
the cup, and his feet rest upon a projecting bearded mask. On 
the opposite side of the hanap is a large figure of a lizard or 
salamander (the favourite emblem of Francois 1‘"), through whose 
mouth the liquid is poured. ‘The body of the piece is encircled by 
two inlaid horizontal bands of fine arabesque ornament in red or 
buff, and by numerous filets and narrow bands of ornament. he 
salamander spout is glazed with green enamel. This hanap, 
which was formerly in the collections of Sir Anthony and Mr. 
Alfred de Rothschild, belongs to the second period of this ware, 
embracing the transition between two reigns, the close of that of 
Francois 1°" and the beginning of that of Henri II. ‘The fruit 
dish, the second example of this ware, dates from Henri II’s 
reign and bears on the surface of the dish the initials formed by 
the double D and H interlaced, the monogram of Henri II and 
Diane de Poitiers, and the three interlaced crescents of Diane de 
Poitiers. In the centre of the dish are the arms and crown of 
France, encircled by the chain of the order of St. Louis; the 
base of the dish is perforated with small holes for drainage of 
liquid, which is carried away through three spouts. ‘The stem 
is hexagonal, having projecting columns upon square pedestals 
at the angles, and decorated on its alternate faces by figures of 
amorini carrying quiver, bow and arrows. In the alternate faces 
are set arches looking into the hollow exterior of the stem. ‘The 
foot is supported by semi-cylindrical buttresses, which are applied 
to the six angles and are surmounted by green enamelled pecten 
shells. The dish is pale yellow in colour, and the decorations in 
yellow, black and red inlays. ‘This interesting piece has passed 
through some famous collections, and has been described in the 
catalogue of the Somzée collection and in the Gazette des Beaux 
Arts, 1874.

In 
addition, the delightful Alvis gear box, 
which only a firm with extensive racing 
experience knows how to produce, makes 
it possible to get the utmost out of the 
engine should occasion arise, and gives the 
car almost a sports performance. 

Racing experience, too, always gives 
a car a feeling of safety and security. At 
no time does one feel that it is possible to 


drive the car too fast, engine, chassis, 
steering and springing being suitably 
blended. This is more than one can say 


for many vehicles to-day, as in a number of 
cases there is no doubt that cars stretched 
to their maximum are definitely unsafe 
except on the smoothest of roads. 

The moderate size of the engine, 
combined with the fact that it is a four- 
cylinder, keeps the taxation low, while 
at the same time I found the petrol con- 
sumption to be extremely good and, under 
favourable conditions, well in excess of 
25 miles to the gallon. When we take into 
consideration the soundness of Alvis con- 
struction, this vehicle should be extremely 
economical to run. 

Another advantage is the shortness 
of the engine, which allows for more than 
ample body space. The four-door saloon 
is extremely roomy and comfortable. 

THE PERFORMANCE. 

The four-cylinder engine has a three- 
bearing crank shaft with a torsional vibra- 
tion damper at the front end. At no time 
could I detect a vibration period, and the 
power unit performed its work in an effort- 
less and smooth manner. The maximum 
speed was in the 
neighbourhood of 
70 m.p.h., while on 
the third gear over 
45 m.p.h. could be 
reached.

On the top gear ratio of 4.77 to 1, 
I accelerated from 10 to 20 m.p.h. in 8secs., 
from 10 to 30 m.p.h. in 16secs., from 
10 to 40 m.p.h. in 26secs., from 10 to 
50 m.p.h. in 32secs., and from 10 to 
60 m.p.h. in 43secs. 

On the third gear ratio of 7.32 to 1, 
I accelerated from 10 to 20 m.p.h. in 6secs., 
from 10 to 30 m.p.h. in 11secs., and from 
10 to 40 m.p.h. in 16secs. 

On the second gear of 11.04 to 1, 
10 to 20 m.p.h_ required 4secs. 

With a maximum speed of about 
70 m.p.h., I found that the comfortable 
cruising speed was in excess of 50 m.p.h.

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MOTORING TO-DAY 


HE car battery is becoming more 

and more vital to the motorist 

every day. In the past the battery 

was only used for starting and 

lighting, and a failure of this 
important adjunct, though inconvenient, 
did not put the vehicle completely out of 
action. 

Coil ignition of recent years, however, 
has become more and’more popular, and 
has replaced the magneto in a large number 
of cases. With coil ignition the car owner 
is entirely dependent on his battery, and 
any failure in this accessory will mean 
that the car cannot be started until a new 
battery has been fitted. 

Though, naturally, the construction 
of batteries has been improved greatly 
during the past few years, it must be 
confessed that battery failure is far too 
common and that there is still room for 
improvement. 

A British firm which has made an 
outstanding effort in this respect is Tung- 
stone, which makes some interesting claims 
for the batteries which it manufactures. 

In the first place, all ‘Tungstone 
plates are die cast by machinery, under 
pressure, from pure lead, and not hand 
poured ; while, secondly, they are machine 
pasted, which it is claimed not only gets 
more paste into the plates, but also pre- 
cludes any possibility of the paste falling 
out and causing short circuits. Another 
point is that all their machine-made plates 
are interchangeable, and it is possible to 
re-plate any cell of a car battery with a new 
positive or negative plate section at what 
is claimed to be less cost than service 
stations sell a reconditioned battery. 

In addition, Tungstone plates are all 
manufactured fully formed and _ partially 
first charged, with the result that they 
only receive a very short first charge 
when in the hands of the owner or garage 
proprietor, and the chance of damaging 
the plates by a careless first charge, which 
quite frequently occurs, is practically 
eliminated. 

This first charge in the hands of 
owners or garage proprietors need only be 
ten hours, against the much longer period 
usually occupied. 

Another important factor in the manu- 
facture of Tungstone batteries is the use 
of a new metal which they have named 
“‘ Batterium,” which consists largely of 
an alloy of copper with some aluminium 
and nickel. This, when used for terminals, 
will not corrode, and makes it possible 
to have open terminals so that the plates 
can be removed instantly. 

This “ Batterium” is to be put on 
the market separately in a short time for 
other uses, and in Chemistry and Industry, 
the journal of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, for this month results are given 
of a test by Messrs. J. W. McMyn and 
V. Edge of the Royal Technical College, 
Salford. 

They tested ‘‘ Batterium’”’ metal, 
“Monel”? metal, “‘ Staybright ”’ steel and 
electrolitic copper for comparison pur- 
poses, and they state that in the greater 
number of cases the ‘‘ Batterium”’ metal 
showed the least corrosion. 

In addition, it is claimed for Tungstone 
batteries that permanent sulphation cannot 
take place. 

RILEYS ON THE CONTINENT. 

The Riley Company are to be con- 
gratulated on being the only British firm 
who entered for the recent 10,000 kilometre 
European trial which was organised by 
the German Automobile Club, and also 
for obtaining a first-class award for their 


officially entered car and one for the 
privately entered one. 
The trial covers practically every 


country in central and southern Europe, 
and in the two-litre class the competitors 
had to cover some 408 miles in every 


twenty-four hours. Under the best con- 
ditions, when an average of 30 m.p.h. 
was possible in running time, which was 
actually about four days out of the sixteen, 
this was equivalent to starting at 6 a.m. 
and going out all day till nearly 10 p.m., 
allowing two hours in that time for meals 
and fuel replenishments. 

Over the greater part of the route 
the highest possible average was 20 m.p.h., 
which meant driving for twenty hours out 
of the twenty-four. There were days in 
Yugo-Slavian territory when drivers had 
no spare time for sleep or sit-down meals. 

The official Riley was an Alpine six 
open tourer driven by Mr. Donald Healy, 
but Mrs. Montague Johnstone had entered 
an Alpine six saloon of her own. Both 
obtained first-class awards and, in addition, 
Mrs. Johnstone won the Hungarian Motor 
Club Cup.

In the past the sparking plugs made 
by the famous firm of K.L.G. were manu- 
factured in many different types. There 
were plugs for hot engines and plugs for

He was nearly always to be relied on to 
put up the fastest lap or to perform some 
apparent miracle when facing tremendous 
odds. 

This month, however, within the 
space of a week he has scored twice against 
the finest drivers of the world. First jin

engines which had a habit of oiling up, 
while there were also many other kinds to 
meet special conditions. 

* Now, however, it has been found 
possible to combine the necessary virtues 
in a small number of plugs which are 
known as the K type. These represent a 
logical step forward in design, and are 
not a compromise between the different 
requirements, but a clear development in 
which nothing is sacrificed. 

The insulation is of mica, as it is 
believed that it is only with mica that 
absolute uniformity can be obtained. The 
formation of the surface of this mica 
insulation inside the plug, where it is 
exposed to the heat and oil of the engine, 
is a series of steps. These steps serve 
to expose the natural surface of the mica 
and at the same time to provide sharp 
edges, a combination which presents the 
greatest resistance to the accumulation of 
oil or carbon on the insulating surface. 

The resistance to heat is ensured by 
a coating of copper on the central electrode, 
which forms a path of high heat conduc- 
tivity to draw the heat away both from the 
exposed mica and from the central electrode

Talbots are to be congratulated on 
their magnificent performance in both the 
Irish race and Le Mans, as they secured 
third place. 

Another car that deserves mention is 
the Aston-Martin, which was very con- 
sistent and got into fifth place. It should 
be recalled that in this year’s double 
twelve-hour race at Brooklands an Aston- 
Martin got into sixth place, so that there 
is no doubt about the ability of this car 
to stand up to hard work.

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AVIATION NOTES 


By Major OLIvER STEWART. 


Aerobatics 

Displays of aerobatics with 
looping, rolling, inverted flying 
and many other tricks, now form 
part of nearly all air pageants, as 
was evident at Brooklands and 
Hanworth last week, and are 
undoubtedly enjoyed by the specta- 
tor. But sometimes the person 
who is thinking of taking up flying 
regards them with suspicion. He 
does not feel that he would enjoy 
doing aerobatics in the air, though 
he may enjoy watching them from 
the ground. 

It is, therefore, as well to 
emphasise that aerobatics are not 
an essential part of the training 
of an amateur pilot. If he does 
not enjoy sensations similar to 
those felt when on a switchback 
he need not induce them; he 
need never do a loop or a roll or 
a “ falling leaf.” 

The only aerobatic which the 
amateur pilot need experience is 
the spin, and it is not necessary 
for him to do more than try that 
once or twice with his instructor 
in order that he shall know how to 
extricate the machine at once. 


Cross-country Flying 
The majority of amateur pilots 
to-day look upon their aircraft 


which these notes appear, and a 
most interesting programme has 
been prepared.

not as an elaborate form of switch- 
back for producing the kind of 
sensations that are sought by 
visitors to a fair, but as a means of 
travelling across country.

ANY people, accustomed to travel- 
ling about the Continent, must 
at times have dreamed of extend- 
ing their voyages of discovery 
beyond the confines of Europe 

and of sailing across the Indian Ocean 
and through the mysterious China Sea 
to the far-off island empire of Japan, which 
only a few decades ago was a sealed book 
to all’Europeans, but in the last fifty years 
has become Westernised to an_ extra- 
ordinary extent. Such a trip, however, 
is not lightly to be undertaken. If adequate 
visits are to be paid to the ports en route, 
much preliminary booking of steamship 
accommodation has to be arranged and 
considerable expense is of necessity involved 
in the frequent embarkations and dis- 
embarkations. This year a unique oppor- 
tunity for making such a trip is offered to 
the travelling public, for in the early autumn 
the Blue Funnel Line is sending the 
ss. Ulysses—fitting name for such a nomad 
—an up-to-date vessel of over 14,000 tons, 
on a round trip to Yokohama and back. 
Passengers who are lucky enough to par- 
ticipate in this dream voyage will embark 
at Liverpool and settle their belongings 
in a roomy cabin with the assurance that 
there they will remain until once again 
the white cliffs of Dover come in sight. 

The Ulysses is due to leave Liverpool 
at the end of September, and, after steaming 
down the Bay of Biscay and rounding the 
massif of Gibraltar, will drop her anchor 
for the first time in the busy harbour of 
Marseilles. After a brief stay she will 
continue on her way southward through 
the ever-turbulent Straits of Bonifacio, 
on past Stromboli, a pillar of cloud by 
day and a pillar of fire by night, and past 
ill-fated Messina, until one morning a blur 
on the horizon will gradually develop 
into a belt of palms, and almost before 
they are aware of it her passengers will 
find themselves in the harbour of Port 
Said, the meeting place of two civilisations. 
The little town on the foreshore of Egypt 
is always most interesting for its swarming, 
multi-coloured population with complexions, 
varying from the jet black of the Nubian 
through every gradation of brown to the 
comparatively fair skin of the pure Arabs. 
Only a short stay will be made, and soon 
the ship will be on her way through the 
silent Canal, down the Red Sea to the 
Straits of Bab el Mandeb and then south- 
east to the palm-fringed shores of the 
island of Ceylon. Colombo is a feast of 
colour. Hardly anywhere else does the 
sea appear so blue, the palms so green, 
while touches of brilliant colour, saffron, 
pink and even scarlet appear on every side 
Passengers will, perhaps for the first time, 
have the experience of riding in the nimble 
jinricksha, which will whirl them away 
to the Galle Face Hotel embowered in 
palms, or to Mount Lavinia, where is 
another hotel overlooking an entrancing 
bay, whose shores are densely fringed with 
coconut palms. The stay of the Ulysses 
at Colombo will permit of her guests 
making the short journey by train to Kandy, 
considered by most people the most beauti- 
ful inland town in the world. Lying in 
a hollow of the hills is a lake of some 
40 acres, round whose sides grow flowering

trees of surpassing beauty. On every hand 
is a riot of tropical vegetation which culmi- 
nates in the world-famed Botanical Garden 
of Peridenya, where all the wonders of 
nature grow in wild but ordered confusion. 
On leaving Colombo, with a sigh of regret, 
passengers will be taken across the Indian 
Ocean, and after a brief call at beautiful 
Penang will find themselves in one of the 
busiest harbours in the world—Singapore. 
A run across to Johore in the Federated 
Malay States, and then once more on 
board for the five days’ run up the brilliantly 
blue waters of the South China Sea to 
Hong Kong. 

A few days after leaving Hong Kong 
the ship will drop anchor off Woosung, 
and her passengers will be conveyed for 
fourteen miles up the Whangpoo River 
to Shanghai, where everyone will find

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time for a visit to the crowded bazaars, 
with their treasures in the shape of mandarin 
chains, exquisite embroideries, kingfisher 
jewellery, gorgeous fans and ornaments of 
translucent jade. Not many hours after 
leaving Woosung the ship will arrive at 
the first of the Japanese ports, the lovely 
land-locked harbour of Nagasaki, whence a 
trip can be made to Mogi, with its typically 
Japanese temple nestling amid the wooded 
hills. A day after leaving Nagasaki the 
ship will pass through one of the most 
beautiful bits of scenery to be found any- 
where, the Inland Sea. The navigation of 
this sea is extraordinarily difficult, especially 
in foggy weather, which is not infrequent ; 
but pilots are expert and the ship will arrive 
safely in the bustling harbour of Kobe. 
This flourishing city is frankly something 
of a disappointment, so Occidental are

many of its buildings ; but only 
an hour or so away by train is 
Kyoto, the old capital of the 
country, which retains all its 
essentially Japanese character- 
istics, Its miles of shop-lined 
streets are always crowded, and 
a noticeable feature of them is 
the extraordinary number of 
children scampering about, many 
of them carrying on their backs 
a diminutive brother or sister 
clad in the gayest possible 
kimonos. Kyoto is the home 
par excellence of the arts and 
crafts that have made Japan 
famous. It is here that a couple 
of families reside who, far the 
past three centuries, have been 
solely occupied in making gold 
damascene, as the inlaying of 
gold wire on steel is called ; 
it is here, too, that all the best 
cloisonné is made. Satsuma, 
that ivory -coloured porcelain Ai 
upon which designs are painted 

with an astonishing minuteness, is also 
made in Kyoto, and an enormous trade 
is done in lacquer from the gold lacquer 
that costs a small fortune and _ takes 
months to bring to perfection, to the 
common red or black lacquer which floods 
the foreign markets. After a brief inspec- 
tion of the many temples for which the 
city is famed, most passengers will elect 
to make the night journey by train to 
Tokio, and on rising in the morning they 


NE of the consequences of the 
prevailing wave of depression 
has been a reduction in the 
acreage of many shoots. They 
have, so to speak, contracted 

and shed outlying farms and _ stretches 
which were useful, but not absolutely 
essential, to the parent shoot. When times 
were good it was convenient to have these. 
They rounded off the ground nicely, pre- 
vented straying or afforded a greater liberty 
of manceuvre, which made them worth 
their rent. Sometimes they were held 
rather that no one else should have them 
than for any useful purpose, and their head 
of game is a very difficult factor to estimate. 

It was for a friend in search of some- 
thing of the kind that I plodded cheerfully 
round three small properties which were 
offered at modest figures. Itis, as I warned 
him, almost impossible to see much at 
this time of year, but, if you cannot see 
birds, you can at least figure out some 
kind of an idea what the place will look 
like in the autumn and what you can do 
with them if they are there. 

The first shoot turned out to be about 
go per cent. grass ; half of this was close- 
grazed pasture and half laid up for hay. 
There were low hedges and a rather poor 
field of oats on the border. One could, 
without undue pessimism, assume that 
there were few pheasants, that most of the 
partridge nests would be in the hay and 
would not escape the mower, and that the 
stubble would be cleared by hens and, in 
any case, was badly sited for manceuvre. 

The second was rather better; it 
had a fairly good central wheat field, a 
fair patch of oats and some promising- 
looking clover whose aftermath might be 
very useful. There was a long strip of 
thin woodland which might house a few 
pheasants, and there were one or two other 
likely pieces. ‘There were drawbacks, too. 
Adjoining fields over the border were 
equally attractive, and there was nothing 
of a really holding nature. 

The adjoining shoot was also awkward, 
for it belonged to a syndicate who employ 
small armies of stops and beaters, and shoot 
down close. iz

HUNDRED ACRE SHOOTS 


The third example was a straggly 
shoot with limbs only one field wide 
running into unexpected places. It had 


rather better assortments of crops than its 
predecessors, but the grain was mostly 
oats, the first stubble to be turned in. 
There was a patch of kale, but not too well 
situated in regard to driveable areas, and 
there were a few long rues or tree-grown 
stream valleys which look very attractive 
but are, in point of fact, very difficult to 
handle, as birds run along them at unbeliev- 
able speed once they have woken up to 
what shooting really means. 

As a rough shoot it was the most 
promising of the three, because it could be 
improved ; but there did not seem to be 
any game or trace of game on the place at 
all. Delicate enquiry disclosed that for 
several years all nests had been picked up, 
all hens concentrated in the pens of the 
big shoot, and it had been well and truly 
rabbited. The adjoining big shoot was 
now more than a bit down on its luck and 
had been effecting economies. The infer- 
ence was that this autumn at least there 
would be little overflow to replenish the 
adjoining land. The suggestion was then 
made that ex-game farm hens which might 
rear a late brood would meet the situation. 
That is to say, they would if they would 
stay in it. This brought up the question 
of whether the big neighbour would prove 
to be a source of attraction too strong 
for the birds to resist. The balance of 
informed opinion was that it would, and 
that fortune would favour the larger feed 
bins. 

Not one of these three small estates 
possessed a relatively central copse or 
covert which could be made into a home 
wood or semi-sanctuary, and all suffered 
from the factor that, though birds might 
come to feed on the ground by day, there 
were preferable roosting woods elsewhere, 
and it was doubtful if leakage could be 
prevented. 

It was just after seeing these three 
awkward propositions that an acquaintance 
asked me if I could find him the right sort 
of tenant for his little estate. He had to go 
to Australia and would not be back till 
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paid to stately Genoa and then 
to Havre. 


TRAVEL NOTES 


HE SS. Ulysses will leave 

Liverpool on September 26th 
and will call at Marseilles, Port 
Said, Colombo, Penang, Singapore, 
Hong Kong, Shanghai, Nagasaki, 
Kobe and Yokohama.

do not wish to come home so

next year. His land runs to just over a 
hundred acres, and he is essentially a gun 
and spaniel man, shooting for pleasure 
and a small bag for the larder. His game 
books, meticulously kept, show an average 
of sixty pheasants, a very much wider 
fluctuation in partridges from seven in a 
bad season to forty-three in a good one, 
average twenty, seventy or so rabbits and 
an odd dozen of “ various.” The yield 
is just over one and a half units per acre, 
and is a remarkably high one. 

His secret is that he runs his own 
farming and also raises a few birds every 
year. He sets a hundred or so eggs, and 
with his wild birds gets a really good return ; 
but it must also be reckoned that he shoots 
when he likes, never has more than two 
other guns to join him, and limits his quota 
fairly rigidly. Every spring he reckons 
to have a dozen to fifteen wild hens besides 
the half-dozen in the pen, and he feeds and 
protects his birds intensively. 

He wanted a tenant of his own way 
of thinking. One who would shoot little 
but often, and leave a good head of breeding 


stock. Eventually a_ perfectly suitable 
agreement was reached, by which the 


tenant shot up to a limit exactly as if it 
was a big shoot or a grouse moor. Person- 
ally, I am inclined to think that he will 
not reach anywhere near the limit, not 
because the game is not there, but because 
of ignorance of the best conditions for 
working this pocket shoot. But, whatever 
happens, he has no legitimate cause for 
complaint, because the game is there. It 
is relatively more expensive than the others, 
but it is far more satisfactory, for it will 
keep my friend exercised almost every 
week-end from September to January, 
and he should always have something to 
show. It will not cost him a fortune in 
wages and outgoings, and he has it, so 
to speak, on a repairing lease. He shoots 
to a limit and contracts to supply so many 
birds or eggs for next year’s stock. The 
result is, within the limits of the area, good 
sport and good preservation, and it would 
be well if the principle of the well developed 
small shoot and small-scale rearing were 
far more fully recognised. H. B.C. P.

F the Iris Society goes on as 

it promises in its third annual 

Exhibition, which was held 

at the Royal Horticultural 

Society’s Hall on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of last week, 
there can be no doubt that it 
will provide the most valuable 
means for acquainting the 
average gardener with what is 
being done in the development 
and improvement of irises and 
afford the best opportunity to 
see the advances that are made 
from year to year in the evolu- 
tion of this charming flower. 
Certainly, in the number of 
exhibitors, both trade and ama- 
teur, although not, perhaps, in 
the quality of the flowers, which 
was not to be wondered at con- 
sidering the week of buffeting 
rain and wind which preceded 
the Show, this year’s exhibition 
beat the two previous displays, 
fine as these were. And it is a 
testimony not only to growers 
but to the pitch of perfection 
that the iris has reached in its 
development that the flowers 
bore so little trace of a most 
unkindly season. 

To the connoisseur the most 
interesting thing in the Show is 
the collection of new seedlings ; 
but on this occasion, while there 
were many novelties shown, 
there was surprisingly little of 
any outstanding merit. The 
most distinguished of the new- 
comers was a fine rich golden yellow variety named Golden Hind, 
shown by Mr. H. Chadburn. It is not a large flower as size in 
irises goes nowadays, but it is well formed, of good substance 
and remarkable not only for the purity of its yellow on the standards 
and falls, which stand out almost horizontally, but its very striking, 
richly coloured orange yellow beard, which most yellow irises 
of to-day are lacking. It is a seedling raised from Gold Imperial 
and the handsome W. R. Dykes, but it should maintain its purity 
of tone and not show the brownish streaking which mars the 
beauty of W. R. Dykes, as the yellow appears to overlay a white 
ground. From a garden standpoint it would seem to have only 
one fault in its shortness of stem, although that is strong enough ; 
but when it is older and grown in different soils, which certainly 
affects to a great extent the height of individual varieties, it will 
probably lose this one defect. Notwithstanding its dwarf habit 
compared to other modern kinds, however, it is a remarkable 
flower and one which marks a distinct advance on the production 
of a good pure yellow iris. Constance, shown by the Rev. Rollo 
Meyer, is an attractive seedling with a well branched stem carrying 
well formed flowers of a charming shade of violet pink, and is 
a notable addition to this colour class; and Evelyn Benson, 
shown by Messrs. Orpington Nurseries, is also a good colour, 
being of a rich rose red purple after the type of Edward Michel. 
The flowers are well poised on tall, vigorous stems, but the form 
is not all that could be desired, the falls being rather pinched. 
A fine yellow seedling, shown by Mr. Amos Perry, was one of 
the best of the novelties. It resembles, in its fine branching 
habit with the flowers carried like a candelabra, his novelty of 
last year, Iris G. P. Baker, but it is much deeper and richer in 
shade, with pure yellow standards and falls. Mr. Perry’s other 
new variety to receive a certificate was Sunkist, of a light bronzy 
pink shade, which can scarcely be termed an improvement on 
some of the existing kinds. Sargon, shown by Messrs. R. W. 
Wallace, is a fine bloom with rich velvety purple falls and deep 
purple standards, and it combines all the admirable qualities 
of its parents, Bruno and Souvenir de Mme Gaudichau, and 
should prove a first-rate garden plant. 

In the excellent exhibit staged by Mr. B. R. Long, which 
was one of the most interesting and instructive in the Show and 
well worthy of its award of the Runciman Cup for the best exhibit 
shown by an amateur, were several fine seedlings and one par- 
ticularly outstanding, resulting from a cross between Enion and 
Marquisette seedlings, with blooms of a charming shot bronzy 
pink shade, which promises well. ‘To the novice in irises, this 
exhibit revealed not only the results of hybridising, but also how 
the results are obtained, as the parents of the seedlings were 
shown as well as their progeny, together with a short account 
of the results of the crossing. Among the other amateur exhibitors, 
Mr. G. P. Baker was a prominent prize-winner, taking first place 
for his large collection, which contained some admirable spikes 
of many varieties, including Mrs. Valerie West, Ma Mie and After- 
glow (one of Miss Sturtevant’s best productions), and the American 
Iris Society’s medal for the best twelve spikes of the tall and 
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handsome American raised 
varieties, such as the violet 
blue Santa Barbara, Los Angeles 
and the white Purissima, a 
majestic iris reaching over 5ft. 
high, which flourishes perfectly 
if protected from winter wet. 
Mr. Pilkington was _ placed 
second with a fine group which 
contained all the leading varie- 
ties. The best collection of 
iris species came from Sir 
William Lawrence, who also led 
in the decorative classes with 
a splendid group of the charm- 
ing blue Corrida, arranged with 
the foliage of Solomon’s Seal 
and a white Dutch iris. 

Of the exhibits staged by 
trade growers probably the best 
was that shown by Messrs. 
Orpington Nurseries, who had 
a fine collection of modern 
varieties represented by excep- 
tionally well grown plants 
massed in close formation to 
resemble their use in the garden, 
with an attractive background 
of birches and maples. Among 
the varieties Rialgar, Oriflamme, 
Mrs. Valerie West, Powhatan, 
Evadne, Majestic, W. R. Dykes, 
Carfax and Moonlight were the 
most outstanding. Messrs. 
Wallace also had a good group, 
but the show appeared to be a 
little early for them to exhibit 
some of their morestriking novel- 
ties. A few blooms of Melchior 
and Rhodes, both magnificent 
varieties of bronzy red purple tones, were shown, along with several 
new seedlings which seem promising, and a fine collection of varie- 
ties of Iris sibirica and orientalis. ‘The handsome Lord of June 
and the true pallida dalmatica and its various forms, and Flaming 
Sword, which was most effective among the blues and purples, 
were the three outstanding varieties in Messrs. Blackmore and 
Langdon’s collection. Messrs. Bunyard and Co. had an excellent 
group in which the charming light blue Corrida provided a fine 
centrepiece massed along with several other varieties, of which 
Sirius, a first-rate garden variety, best described as an improved 
Mme Gaudichau, Merope and Procyon, one of the finest of 
their Star seedlings, of a uniform purple, were the most striking. 

It is doubtful if any other exhibitor of irises could make 
such a consistently attractive display as that which is always 
staged by Mrs. W. R. Dykes at this Show. She excels in the 
staging and arrangement, as well as in the quality and refinement 
of her flowers. ‘The Show was, unfortunately, too late for her 
to show the magnificent Gudrun, one of her new varieties and 
an admirable garden plant, with enormous but perfectly formed 
blooms of pure ivory white and of remarkable vigour and elegant 
carriage, which received an award of merit at the last R.H.S. 
show and which is likely to receive the Dykes medal, the blue 
riband of the iris world for the year, for there are no other novelties 
approaching it in grace or beauty, but included in her collection 
were splendid vases of the smoky buff-coloured Zaharoon, the 
bronzy violet Akbar, the mother-of-pearl Rhadi, the creamy 
white Flavilla, Cupavo, Wedgwood, Amber and Cryna, which 
is a remarkably good pink and one of the best in its colour class. 

A large collection came from Messrs. Barrs, who had a single 
bloom of the majestic oncocyclus I. Gatesii from Asia Minor, 
which carries the largest flowers of any iris species. ‘The enormous 
bloom, which completely dwarfs the flowers of the ordinary 
bearded iris, carries falls about five or six inches across with 
standards of 4ins. to 5ins., and is a pearly grey shade dotted with 
purple. In addition to the bearded varieties, such as Magnifica, 
Corrida, Fro, Isoline Shekinah and Micheline Charraire, which 
were in splendid condition, they had a fine selection of Iris sibirica 
varieties and Dutch irises. Joan Curtis was prominent in Mr. 
Amos Perry’s group, which contained many fine yellow seedlings 
and some Californian species, such as Douglasiana, Watsoniana 
and Hartwegii. A fine group of sibirica varieties was staged 
by Messrs. Gibson and Amos, who had several fine bearded 
varieties and bulbous kinds, which were also well shown 
by Messrs. D. Stewart and Messrs. Wakeley Brothers. ‘Two 
other large collections came from Mr. George Whitelegg and 
Messrs. Waterers. In Mr. Whitelegg’s group were some fine 
quality blooms of Ann Page, Mrs. Geo. Whitelegg and Lent A. 
Williamson ; while prominent in Messrs. Waterer’s collection 
were Corrida, the pale blue John Waterer, Ambassadeur, Asia, 
Edward Michel, Isoline and the new Rheintochter, which is an 
improved Rhein Nixe, all first-rate varieties that can be relied 
on for general garden planting and good effects.

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NOTES OF THE MOMENT 


Messrs. Yamanaka’s, which ranges in date from the Sung to 


ie the summer exhibition of Chinese pottery and porcelain at 


the Ching dynasties, there are some very attractive pieces of the 
Sung and Yuan dynasties. Among this group is to be noted a kinuta 
(or mallet) shaped vase (Lung Chun Yao) with phoenix-headed handles, 
having the entire body covered with a lustrous greenish blue glaze 
of fine quality. There are also :wo Ko Yao pieces whose chief dis- 
tinguishing feature is their crackle. One, a vase of compressed octagonal 
shape with tubular handles, covered with a boldly crackled dove-grey 
glaze ; the other, a desk with a hexafoil-shaped rim, covered with a 
greyish glaze related to celadon, very evenly crackled. There are a 
number of attractively coloured Chun Yao pieces, among them an 


ewer of double gourd shape with handle and 
spout. covered with an opalescent glaze with 
two bold purple blotches, and a pair of hemi- 
spherical bowls, of which the body is covered 
with opalescent glaze, with purple blotches 
inside and out. Among wares of the Ming 
dynasty are two barrel-shaped garden seats 
decorated in deep blue, turquoise and aubergine ; 
and a bioad-shouldered vase with a fluted foot 
and sides decorated in appliqué high relief 
with equestrian figuies and attendants passing 
through a rocky defile in three coloured glazes. 
In addition to these examples of Chinese ceramics 
there is a small figure of the Wei dynasty and 
a pair of finely carved figures of women in mutton- 
fat jade, each having her hair dressed in a h gh 
chignon and wearing tightly fitting dresses 
billowing out into a train behind. This dates 
from the Han dynasty (206 B.C. to 200 A.D.). 
FURNITURE BY GILLOWS. 

The Lancaster firm of Gillow, which was 
founded by Robert Gillow, who was made a 
freeman of the town in 1728, has a long record 
of activity, which is only partly covered by 
their interesting series of cost books, which begin 
in 1784. About 1760 a branch was established 
in London, the lease of some land obtained, 
and premises opened on the north side of Oxford 
Street. The whole of the furniture for this 
London house was for many years sent from 
Lancaster by sea, ‘‘ the voyage taking from ten 
to fourteen days,” and these shipments are 
headed in the firm’s books “ Adventure to 
London.” A descriptive account of Lancaster 
(published in 1897) speaks of the “ great quanti- 
ties of mahogany furniture ’”’ made in the town 
for home use and exportation ; and of Gillow’s

“extensive warerooms, stored with every article of useful and ornamental 
mahogany furniture ” as well worth a visit. Some pieces of furniture 
made by the firm of Gillow are to be seen in the exhibition of Messrs. 
Waring and Gillow’s Georgian galleries. Among these is a pair of 
painted shield-back chairs and a satinwood writing desk bearing the 
stamp ‘ Gillows, Lancaster.”’
